Employers of zoning board 
members get work in town

Tuo contractors with employes on the 


Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals crave 
received a major share of work on devel- 
opments coming before the zoning board 
for votes in the past several years. 


A Herald Investigation has revealed 


that 14 of 16 major developments ap- 
proved by the zoning board since 1963 
have contracted with cither Country Ser- 
vice and Supply Co.. on excavating firm, 
or with Oomas Plumbing Co. Four of the 
16 used bolh firms for their construction 
work. 


Alan Martin, zoning board member for 


sex en years, has been employed as a 
foreman at Country Service, 3300 Mil- 
waukee Ave., North'brook, since the fall 
of 1971. The firm has done excavation 
work for nine of the major Wheeling de- 
velopments approved by the zoning 
board. 


ROMAN DOMAS. appointed to the zon- 


ing board In the spring of 1970. Is (he 
owner and president of Doman Plumbing 
100 E. Dundee Rd. The firm has also 
done work on nine of the major Wheel- 
ing developments approved by the zon- 
ing Iwnrd. 


A check of village building permits 


showed these two firms received more 
construction work on major Wheeling 
projects than any oilier subcontractors. 
Contracts for construction work In other 
trade* were divided among a large num- 
ber of firms. While some contractors did 
work on more than one development, 
most firms appeared on the building per- 
mits for only one project. 


Despite the large amount of work done 


by the two Wheeling firms, developers 
contacted yesterday said they were not 
pressured to hire cither Domas Plumb- 
big or Country Service. 


Dan Kron of Harmony Builders, devel- 


opers of Harmony Village, said the two 
firms were retained because they were 
local businesses. "When we do go into a 
village we do use people In the area. It's 
good business." he said. "We bid every 
job out. but we don't always give the job 
to the lowest bidder." 


Other developers who could be con- 


tacted said they retained the firms for a 
variety of reasons. Including long-stand- 
ing business relations and low-bids for 
the work.

Fire destroys 
abandoned barn 


Firemen believe children playing In 


the area caused a fire yesterday that de- 
stroyed an abandoned barn at the south- 
cast corner of Arlington Heights and 
Checker roads. No one was injured. 


Lt. James Hanson of the Buffalo Grove 


Fire Department said when firemen ar- 
rived the barn was "completely involved 
In flames." He estimated smoke and 
flames could be seen 10 to IS miles away. 


Ho said the frame structure was about 


two stories high. It was next to another 
larger barn that was destroyed by fire 
about two months ago. 


Firemen kept the fire from spreading 


to a nearby abandoned farm house. 


The barn and other structures sur- 


rounding It arc scheduled to be demol- 
ished when construction of a new devel- 
opment begins there In the next few 
weeks.

his position on the zoning board. "I've 
only been with Country Service two 
years this fall, and I only do field super- 
visory work," he said. "I don't have any- 
thing to do with the bidding of work or 
letting of work. I simply supervise field- 
work." 


Martin, however, voted In favor of five 


developments which later hired Country 
Service for excavation work. These proj- 
ects Include Harmony Village, Lakeside 
Villas, Pleasant Run, Whlpplctrce Vil- 
lage and the six-flat apartment devel- 
opment In the W. Strong Street area. 


In two cases, Martin abstained from 


voting on projects which later used Coun- 
try Service for excavating work, The 
zoning board member said he abstained 
from voting on the Foxboro Apartments 
because Country Service had dug a ditch 
for developers of the property on Wolf 
Road. 


"I felt because Country Service had 


done work over there, I should abstain," 
Martin said. He said he could not re- 
member why he abstained from voting 
on zoning for Wlckes Furniture, but he 
said It had something to do with the type 
of building Wlckes was proposing at the 
time. 


SINCE THE ZONING board did not 


keep records of Individual votes prior to 
the spring of 1970, it Is unknown how 
Martin voted on two of the developments 
which used Country Service, Cedar Run 
and Chelsea Cove. 


Martin pointed out, however, he was 


not employed by Country Service at the 
tlmo these developments were consid- 
ered. "I think a lot of the zoning came 
forth even before I worked for Country 
Service," he said. 


The zoning board member said he was 


previously employed as a construction 
supervisor In West Chicago. 


Martin had no explanation of why 


Country Service has been awarded the 
lion's share of Wheeling's excavation 
work. He further stated that he never 
applied any pressure on developers to 
contract with his firm. 


"In no case have I ever approached 


anyone about the work," he said. "In 
fact I don't think any of the developers 
knew I was with Country Service." 


A CHECK OF village records showed 


Domas voted In favor of two devel- 
opments for which he later was con- 
tracted for plumbing work. The devel- 
opments were Harmony Village and 
Lake of the Winds. 


Domas was absent from the zoning 


board meeting when Whlpplctrce Village 
and Sandpebble Walk were considered. 
Both developments used Domas Plumb- 
Ing for construction work. 


Five other 
developments awarded 
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Domns plumbing work, but since the zon- 
ing was granted in 1970 records do not 
show an accounting of Individual votes. 
Domas may not have voted on some of 
the five projects, since he was appointed 
to the zoning board In the spring of 1970. 


These developments include Fairway 


Greens, Cedar Run, Tahoo Village, Lynn 
Plaza and Chelsea Cove. 


Domas has been unavailable for com- 


ment on the matter. His secretary re- 
turned a call for him yesterday, saying 
he would make no comment to The Her- 
ald on any matter. 


"There Is nothing he can say In the 


newspapers," she said. "He Just doesn't 
want to talk to any newspapers, that's It. 
He has nothing to say." 


SEVERAL OF the developments which 


contracted with the two firms have been 
connected to the Stavros family. James 
"Jimmy" Stavros has been a bhind-the- 
sccncs political force In Wheeling for 
many years. 


Both Domas and Country Service got 


subcontracting jobs on Whlpplctrce Vil- 
lage, a mobile home park at 525 N. 
McHcnry Road. Ernest Stavros, brother 
of James Stavros, Is manager of Whlp- 
plctrce and last year identified himself 
as co-owner. Ernest's wife and a brother, 
Ted Stavros, are also reportedly em- 
ployed by Whlpplctree. 


Country Service did the excavating 


work for Pleasant Run, 1151 S. Elmhurst 
Rd., which is being built by Glen Grove 
Development Corp. At an early zoning 
hearing on the condominium project, 
Paul Horch, the former property owner, 
identified August Stavros, another broth- 
er, as a partner in the development. 


August Stavros Is vice president and a 


major stockholder in the Wheeling Trust 
and Savings Bank, which holds title to 
Pleasant Run in a secret land trust. 


DOMAS ALSO did the plumbing work 


on James Stavros' luxurious $100,000 
Northbrook home, built in 1970. 


Ben Pckin, developer of Tahoe Village, 


said his company did business with 
Domas Plumbing before giving him the 
contract for Tahoe. He said there was no 
pressure applied to hire Domas, "I don't 
remember anything like that. But I don't 
really handle that area. I have other 
people In my company who do that. I 
don't get too closely Involved with that." 


Al Zalc of Zalc Construction Co., devel- 


opers of Lakeside Villas, said his firm 
used Country Service for many years be- 
fore developing in Wheeling. 


A representative of Glen Grove Devel- 


opment Corp., developers of Pleasant 
Run. said the use of Country Service 
"was just a matter of preference. Their 
main office Is right here on Milwaukee 
Avenue."

The Wheeling Plan Commission tonight 


will review plans for Swan Lake, a 624- 
unit apartment project 
in southern 


Wheeling. 


The project has run Into numerous 


snags while before the commission. Most 
r c cen 11 y, residents from Prospect 
Heights have challenged the development 
by citing village ordinances not met by 
present plans. 


Among the ordinances cited Is a re- 


quirement that all planned developments 
must have work started within two years 
of the date zoning was granted for the 
project. Swan Lake is currently over that 
two-year limit. 


PROSPECT HEIGHTS residents said 


they arc not objecting to having a 
planned development in the area. They 
said they arc only concerned that the 
project be properly planned to take Into 
consideration the surrounding area. 


Other problems associated with Swan 


Lake include the fact that School Dist. 21 
has reserved eight acres of the site for a 
new school, The school district has one 
year from the time plans are approved 


to cither buy the land or relinquish its 
claim to the site. 


The plan commission will also review 


plans for a motor freight terminal devel- 
opment south of Hintz Road east of the 
Sao Line Railroad tracks. This project 
has also run Into difficulties in meeting 
village codes. Commission members are 
particularly concerned about potential 
traffic problems caused by the trucking 
operations. 


ACCORDING TO Village Mgr. George 


Passolt, developers of the freight termin- 


als have drawn up a new set of plans 
which will be presented tonight. 


Plans for a subdivision of Harmony 


Village, a townhouse development on 
Wolf Road, will be presented to the plan 
commission tonight. The property must 
be subdivided so that developers can sell 
their townhouses. 


Commissioners will also review a sub- 


division for industrial development off 
Glenn Avenue. 


The meeting will begin at 7:30 p.m. at

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Newsprint shortage affecting Herald 


Paddock Publication] continues to face 


a dire shortage of newsprint, according 
to corporation executives, and the short- 
ago Li having an effect on the production 
and distribution of the dally Herald. 


With a few exceptions, the current 


newsprint shortage is affecting almost 
every newspaper In the United States 
and Canada as continued strikes against 
Canadian paper mills make newsprint 
stock virtually unavailable. 


At present some 6,000 newspaper plant 


workers arc on strike at five pulp and 


paper mills In Canada where tho major 
supply of U.S. newsprint Is produced. 
Strike negotiations have broken down 
and no date has been set for the resump- 
tion of bargaining. 


MOST NEWSPRINT buyers keep a 30- 


day supply of newsprint on hand, but the 
strike began over two weeks ago and 
current supplies arc dwindling. 


Current market sales are down from a 


previous volume of 25,000 tons a day to 
10,000 tons a day. The drop In production 
Is particularly bad for medium size 
dallies such as The Herald because The 


Herald Is dependent on a sole supplier 
rather than several suppliers, according 
to corporation executives. 


U. S. newspapers affected by the Cana- 


dian strike are searching for other news- 
print suppliers but in the meantime cut- 
backs in most press runs have been or- 
dered. 


The Herald will continue to supply 


home delivered customers on a priority 
basis but some measures have been tak- 
en to reduce the me of newsprint by 
making the paper smaller and cutting 
back on newsstand soles.

If 
the Interest rate celling were raised, the league believes mon- 
ey which Is now being diverted to other states which allow 
higher rates would come back to Illinois and mortgage money 
would become available again. 


No winter chill for public schools 


There wilt be no heating problems in suburban Cook County 


schools this year, according to county Supt. Richard J. 
Martwlck. Ho said a potential fuel shortage has been avoided 
by conversion of 365 public schools from fuel oil to gas heat 
with the remaining 42 schools still using oil assured of ade- 
quate deliveries.

Russia to seek nuclear equality 


Russia will resist a definite commitment on further nuclear 


arms curbs without at least o full missile and nuclear equal- 
ity with tho U. S., diplomatic officials said Wednesday. This 
consideration lies behind the forced Soviet development of 
multiple, Independently targeted nuclear warheads now being 
tested and scheduled for deployment as soon as possible, they 
said. "Moscow cannot and will not allow the U. S. a nuclear 
weapons lead," one Informant said. 


London 'bomb' campaign continues 


A letter bomb disguised as a packaged book was delivered 


by a London postman Wednesday to headquarters of the rul- 
ing Conservative Party but was discovered and plunged into 
a pall of water to await bomb disposal men. It was tho fifth 
day of a bombing campaign involving letter bombs and small 
incendiary bombs In London's big department stores. Police 
believe the bombs to be the work of cither Irish extremists or 
anarchists trying to launch an urban guerrilla war In Britain. 


New rabies vaccine is developed 


The World Health Organization said yesterday a powerful 


new rabies vaccine Is being developed which reduces rabies 
treatment from 21 Injections to three at the most. WHO said 
Improvements in the safety and potcntcy of rabies vaccine 
were made possible by the application of newer viral tech- 
niques.

Kissinger for Rogers at State Dept. 


SAN CLEMENTS, CALIF.. (UPI) - 


President Nixon Wednesday accepted 
with "personal regret" the resignation of 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
and said he would nominate Henry A. 
Kissinger to succeed him at the State De- 
partment. 


Kissinger's nomination will be sub- 


mitted to the Senate after the congres- 
sional recess ends Sept. 5. The Foreign 
Relations Committee Is expected to ques- 
tion him closely on his role In wiretap- 
ping his own aides for national security 
purposes and the secret bombing in Cam- 
bodia. 


Nixon recalled he and Rogers had 


"weathered together" for two decades 
and he hoped that Rogers would continue 
to offer him counsel and friendship, al- 
though he was leaving the administration 
Sept. 3 after 56 months. 


News of the resignation came first 


from officials in Washington who have 
been critical of Rogers for some time. 


Rogers, 50, who will return to the pri- 


vate practice of corporate law, submitted 
his resignation "with a bit of sadness" in 
a letter to Nixon last Thursday. 


A longtime friend and adviser of Nix- 


on, Rogers was the last original member 
of the Nixon Cabinet. 


There have been recurrent reports that 


Nixon was displeased with Rogers and 
wanted a more "dynamic" secretary of 
state. Those reports were frequently ac- 
companied by speculation that Kissinger 
would replace him. 


Administration officials who have been 


critical of Rogers said that the "last 
straw" so far as the President was con- 
cerned came at a news conference Mon- 
day by Rogers.

Russia and attempts to negotiate a Viet- 
nam peace settlement, but he has also 
played a role in the secret bombing of 
Cambodia and the wiretapping of his own 
aides on the staff of the National Secur- 
ity Council. 


Nixon still stands firm on Watergate 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (UPI) - 


President Nixon admitted Wednesday to 
"scandalous conduct" within his admin- 
istration In the past, but said he never 
considered resigning and was determined 
to "move on from Watergate to the busi- 
ness of the people." 


In his first news conference since 


March 15, before the Watergate dam 
broke, the President lashed out with 
barely concealed anger at his critics in 
the press and Congress and "those who 
would use the Watergate affair to de- 
stroy me." 


Said the President: "They want me to 


fail. I'm not going to fail. I'm going to do 
the best I can." 


The unusually long, 50-minute session 


was dominated almost exclusively by 
Watergate, during which the President 
said specifically: 


-He did not recall then acting FBI Di- 


rector L. Patrick Gray III warning him 
in a July 6,1972, telephone call that some 
of Nixon's closest White House aides 
were trying to "mortally wound" him by 
refusing to cooperate in the FBI's Water- 
gate Investigation. 


—He told former White House counsel 


John W. Dean III last March 21 - and 
Dean agreed — that it would be wrong to 
raise as much as $1 million for the Wa- 
tergate conspirators or to grant execu- 
tive clemency. 


—Throughout the period following the 


June 17, 1972, break-in at Democratic 
headquarters, "I would have expected

tration. 


Tape case argued in court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President 


Nixon's lawyer, opening the historic le- 
gal battle over Nixon's Watergate tapes, 
argued Wednesday that the sole check on 
any abuse of presidential power lies not 
In the courts but in Congress through Im- 
peachment. 


Charles Alan Wright, in'a scholarly ar- 


gument before Chief U.S. District Judge 
John J. Sirica, contended the courts are 
powerless to compel a president to re- 
veal any secret communications once he 
was determined It is "not in the public 
interest to do so." 


But Special Watergate Prosecutor Ar- 


chibald Cox, whose suit against the Pres- 
ident to force release of the critical tape 
recordings is unprecedented in American 
history, contended the Constitution gives 
no man — not even a president — the 
right to withhold vital evidence from a 
grand jury. 


He said the Watergate grand jury must 


have the tapes to weigh allegations of 
criminality In the White House before de- 
ciding whom to Indict. 


"There Is reason to believe that the 


executive offices have been corrupted," 
said Cox, "although the extent of the rot 
is not yet clear." 


But at his news conference in Califor- 


nia , later in the day, Nixon again 
adamantly refused to release the tapes 
or to compromise and let an independent 
panel examine them. 


"For a President to conduct the affairs 


of this office effectively, he must be able 
to do so with the principle of con- 
fidentiality intact," he said. "Otherwise 
people can't talk to him ... 
they will 


always be speaking In a eunuch-like way 
rather than laying It on the line." 


Nixon said he stood by, but would not' 


go beyond, the statement of a White 
House spokesman that the President 
would abide by a "definite ruling" of 
the Supreme Court on the tapes dispute. 


Cox and Wright, both law professors, 


squared off at a two-hour hearing before 
Sirica In the same huge ceremonial 
courtroom where he began the trial of

TAOS, N. M. (UPI) — A former New 


Orleans policeman wanted on a federal 
warrant for threatening the life of Presi- 
dent Nixon surrendered to Secret Service 
agents.

fied. 


New rules, old story: higher prices 


WASHNNGTON (UPI) - The cost of 


groceries will go up again when the gov- 
ernment grants more flexible price con- 
trol rules to the food industry next 
month, Director John T. Dunlop of the 
Cost of Living Council predicted Wednes- 
day. 


Dunlop did not speculate on the size of 


the Increase he expected In the weeks 
following Sept. 12, when beef price ceil- 
ings are removed and the food Industry 
gets more liberal pricing authority than 
It now enjoys under the government's 
Phase IV economic stabilization pro- 
gram. 


But he said he would be "surprised" If 


the price bulge were as big as the one 
that followed the end of the freeze on 
July 18. 


In the seven months since January, 


food prices have risen nearly 9 per cent 
and beef and veal prices have risen 12 
per cent. 


The Harvard professor, who Is heading 


the administration's anti-Inflation cam- 
paign, spoke at a briefing on proposed 
rules that will govern the food indu&ry 
after Sept. 12 during so-called "Stage B." 


Since the freeze expired for the food 


industry a month ago, grocers, canners, 
meatpackers, restaurants and other seg- 
ments of the food Industry have been un- 
der "Stage A" rules. These limited the 
amount prices could go up to cost in- 
creases off raw agricultural products. 
Under Stage B rules, which are open for 
public comment until Sept. 4, other costs, 
can be passed on In the form of higher 
prices. 


As In earlier phases of the economic 


stabilization program, however, sellers 
will not be able to add any extra for 
profit. 


Under Stage B rules, some com- 


plicated regulations that caused book- 
keeping headaches for government and 


business accountants have been dropped. 
But the rule book is now thicker because 
the council has divided the food industry 
into three parts — wholesaling and re- 
tailing, services and manufacturing — 
and has published separate rules for 
each. 


The theory is that each segment has 


different pricing and accounting patterns 
that must be dealt with separately in the 
interest of fairness. 


Here is a summary of the regulations 


for each sector: 


Wholesaling and Retailing — Price in- 


creases must be based on a firm's cus- 
tomary initial percentage markup or 
gross margin which does not exceed the 
base period markup or margin. Retail 
firms may choose either of their last two 
fiscal years ending before Feb. 5,1973, in 
establishing a base period. 


Services — Restaurants, caterers and 


other service firms may boost prices on 


a for-dollar basis to account for higher 
costs of raw agricultural products, labor 
and other costs. 


Manufacturing — The ingredients of a 


food product, such as the flour, vitamins 
and additives that go into a loaf of bread, 
are subject to the gross margin pricing 
rule. Other costs, such as labor, over- 
head, packaging and transportation, are 
subject to justification on a dollar for 
dollar basis. 


Rising prices may force many Ameri- 


can children to go with little or no food 
at their school cafeterias when the fall 
term begins, according to an executive of 
a food association. 


Dr. John Ferryman, executive director 


of the 60,000-member American Food 
Service Association blamed the shortage 
on spiraling prices of food and labor, 
beef shortages due to price ceilings and 
the refusal of the Agriculture Depart- 
ment to increase school lunch funding. 


Braivl mars Cuba-U.S. game 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The United States 


and Cuban basketball teams at the World 
University Games fought a bloody, 25- 
mlnute battle Wednesday in which the 
American trainer was hit on the head 
with a chair and knocked unconscious. 


Several hundred stunned Russian 


spectators, who had cheered the Cubans 
all through the match, booed, jeered and 
whistled at them after the fight started. 
The American team was cheered by 100 
Russians as It left the arena. 


Only about five police officers were in 


the gymnasium when the fight broke out 
and made no apparent move to restore 
order. Game officials finally got the 
players under control on a court littered 


with broken glass and blood. 


The incident was the second in two 


days at the games. On Tuesday, Russian 
spectators at a basketball game between 
Israel and Puerto Rico jeered at Israeli 
players and scuffled with Soviet Jews in 
the stands who were supporting them. 


Wednesday's fight erupted just 90 sec- 


onds before the end of the game, which 
the Americans won 98 to 76, when an un- 
identified Cuban player kicked Mitchell 
Kupchuk of Brentwood, N.Y., to the 
ground In front of the Cuban basket. 


Kupchuk came up swinging, the entire 


Cuban bench poured onto the floor, and 
the American players swarmed out to try 
to rescue their teammate.

Gas station protest unlikely 
as dealers agree to disagree

The shutdown of Chicago area gasoline 


stations, supposed to begin Friday and 
continue through Sunday, could be one of 
the biggest non-happenings of the year. 


A Chicago meeting of gas station deal- 


en, held laic last night, was supposed to 
settle the question once and for all, said 
Robert Jacobs of the Illinois Gasoline 
Dealers Association (IGDA). Jacobs said 
yesterday that a hearing In Washington 
U.S. District Court on a petition to bar 
the Cost of Living Council from Imposing 
its Phase IV gasoline rules could also 
halt the shutdown. 


Jacobs had originally called for the 


closing of all Chicago metropolitan area 
stations as a protest of the price roll- 
backs the new Phase IV regulations 
would bring. He said 00 per cent of the 
Chicago area stations would shut down 
for the weekend and that other dealer 
groups would join In the protest. 


HIT A .MEETING of the National Con- 


gress of Petroleum Retailers in Texas 
this week did not bring overwhelming 
support of the action. In fact, the Mich- 
igan dealer association backed out of the 
shutdown protest two days ago, leaving a 
Philadelphia group and Jacobs' group as 
supporters of the shutdown. 


Then there Is the announcement by a 


rival of the IGDA that the whole shut- 
down announcement Is a hoax. Ralph 
Porcclll, executive of the Gasoline Re- 
tailers Association of Metropolitan Chi- 
cago (GRAMC), says the announcement 
was "Irresponsible, unnecessary and 
alarming to the general public." 


At a protest march called by the IGDA 


In Chicago last week, only fivo persons 
showed up, said Porcclll. While GRAMC 
disagrees with Phase IV regulations, 
"Wo at the GRAMC made a survey 
through our field representatives of over 
1,300 stations and confirmed that 99 per 
cent of the dealers arc against the shut- 
down and will be open to the public to

Tho AAA said Its nationwide survey in- 


dicated gasoline dealer associations "In 
many states and cities" were organizing 
closings, "some as early 05 the coming 
weekend but most planned to coincide 
with the long Labor Day weekend."

HI: 


TENNIS ANYONE, now sounds in lo- 
cal bars, as new electronic games 
proliferate. The games, played on 


television screens, pit player against 
player against machine through re- 
mote control.

Taverns were, at one time, places 


where persons went for a drink and per- 
haps some conversation. The only com- 
petition was to sec who could remain 
seated the longest. 


But plnball games reared their score- 


boards and the character of the Ameri- 
can tavern began changing. Soon bowling 
and other games of skill or chance en- 
tered. Now through the miracle of tele- 
vision, darts, tennis and ping pong have 
left the courts and rec rooms for the cor- 
ner tap. 


Electronic dart games were the first of 


the new breed of mechanical entertain- 
ers. Real darts, long a fixture In Eng- 
lish pubs, never gained a major following 
in this country. Perhaps its Inherent dan- 
ger to noninvolvcd tipplers lessened its 
appeal on this side of the pond. 


Wayne Hesch, manager of A.H. En- 


tertainers, Rolling Meadows, supplies the 
new electronic gomes to local watering 


holes. His firm makes the investment in 
the device, which is in turn installed on a 
commission basis, in the taverns. 


ACCORDING TO Hesch, the dart game 


first appeared on the market 14 months 
ago. Since then, the game's popularity 
has boomed and slackened. 


The basic game consists of two wall 


panels; one showing the dart tosser, and 
the other depicting the target. The game 
is played with a remote control box, sim- 
ilar to an automatic garage door opener. 


The player watches the animated 


thrower's motion. At the moment the 
player deems proper, he presses the con- 
trol button which causes the thrower to 
"toss" the dart. The point at which the 
button is pressed determines which arc 
the dart will follow. A series of lights 
show the dart's "flight" and score. 


Hesch said the dart game was imme- 


diately popular, but that its appeal was 
not long-lived. The novelty soon wore off 
and patrons stopped playing it. The bar-

Suburbs bear brunt of O'Hare night noise

Current O'Hare International Airport 


noise abatement procedures- apparently 
shuttle most night flights over the sub- 
urbs and prohibit take-off and landings 
over Chicago, The Herald has learned. 


The regulations, which were put Into 


effect In 1970, force suburban commu- 
nities around the airport to bear the 
brunt of noise at night. According to air- 
port documents, the airlines arc prohibit- 
ed from using flight patterns over the 
city, unless bad weather or wind condi- 
tions forco changes. 


While the documents, which were pre- 


pared by the City of Chicago, are public 
record, few local officials said they were 
awaro of any noise abatement proce- 
dures that had been put Into effect at 
O'Hare. 


Several 
DCS Plalncs city officials 


recently obtained the procedures and 
have made the regulations available to 
U.S. Rep. Sam Young. R-10th. and repre- 
sentatives of National Organization to In- 
s u r e Sound-controlled Environment 
(NOISE). 


IN AN INTERVIEW with the Herald 


earlier this week. Young said the O'Hare 
regulations seem to show a preference 
towards Chicago regarding night take- 
offs and landings. 


"I plan to meet with Chicago airport 


officials next week to discuss this mat- 
ter." he said. Young's district includes 
Dos Plalncs and several other commu- 
nities which border the airport. 


He said use of the runways should be 


rotated so that all residential areas re- 
ceive equal Impact from arriving and de- 
parting aircraft. 


"I do rx>t feel there should be any pref- 


erence shown in this matter," Young 
said. The congressman has been an out- 
spoken proponent of noise abatement 
procedures for O'Hare. 


At an organizational meeting for the 


O'Hare area NOISE chapter. Young said

from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. These two run- 
ways lead directly over Chicago's north 
and northwest side. 


SEVERAL ATTEMPTS to question 


Chicago aviation officials about the re- 


ported preferential treatment for the city 
proved unsuccessful. 
A spokesman for the FAA said there arc 
no federal prohibitions in runway use at 
O'Hare. He sold all runways arc used 
equally and that no one area receives 
any more air traffic than another area. 


He said weather conditions and traffic 


arc the primary factors in deciding 
which runways arc to be used. 


Pete Edison, the FAA's noise abate- 


ment officer in Chicago, said that he 


could not comment on the possibility that 
the city might have runway prohibitions. 


"I Just don't know," he added. 


OFFICIALS FROM a number of area 


communities met last week to discuss 
airport noise. They plan to prepare a list 
of recommendations aimed at reducing 
aircraft noise In the next few weeks.

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it, so they asked to have it removed, he 
sold. 


"We have to move them around ta dif- 


ferent locations. They may be popular 
for six months or maybe Just two weeks. 
You really can't tell in advance. When 
people stop playing them, it's time to 
move the device," Hesch said. 


THE DART game's appeal, in Hesch's 


opinion, was its basic electronic oper- 
ation. 


"This was the first game where they 


could actually see that it worked elec- 
tronically. You sat at the bar or table 
with the box and the game was on the 
wall. You worked it without wires." 


Although the dart game was a novelty 


item, Hesch said he did not think of It as 
an electronic hula hoop. 


"With the hula hoop all you had was a 


plastic tube. It didn't lead to anything 
else. Now we're starting to get other 
electronic games like the golf courses or 
the ping pong games. Darts led to other 
things. It had spin-offs." 


One of the more popular spin-offs is 


the ping pong or tennis game. The device 
is a television screen with two control 
knobs in the cabinet. The game is played 
by moving the "paddles" to Intercept the 
"ball's" bounce. 


THE BALL AND paddles are repre- 


sented by a white dot and bars respec- 
tively. The knobs operate on the same 
principal as the "etch-a-sketch" child's 
drawing machine. 


The game is to 11, costs a quarter and 


is addicting. The "ball" moves at a de- 
ceptively slow speed. The player is often 
faked out of position by the dot's devious 
dance across the screen. Most people, es- 
pecially after a couple of beers, aren't 
about to let themselves be bested by 
some machine (the other player ain't 
that good); so they slip another two bits 
in the till for another match. 


Many singles bars in the area have 


gome rooms or sections set aside for the 


darts, ping pong and other machines. 
The old plnball machine seems to be the 
favorite, with the tennis running a re- 
spectable second. 


However, physically active games are 


also popular with the patrons. The table 
versions of soccer or disc hockey have 
not only avid players, but cheering side- 
lines as well. 


THE PLAYERS' fantasies may have 


something to do with the popularity of 
the manual games. The "Foes-Ball" or 
disc hockey player can picture himself 
trouncing Pele or putting a stunning 
move on Bobby Orr. Ping pong? Aren't 
the real superstars of that sport all Red 
Chinese? A call to whip the Red Menace 
is hardly the drawing card a singles bar 
is likely to put out. 


For the nondrinker, either through 


choice or timeliness of birth, these elec- 
tronic marvels can be played in the com- 
fort and safety of then- own home. Mag- 
navox markets Odyssey, a set of 12 
games that can be played on a home 
television screen. 


The package, retailing at $99.95, can be 


hooked up to any set with an 18-inch or 
larger screen. A spokesman for the com- 
pany said anyone with a screwdriver 
could do the job. 


WHILE MAGNAVOX said the home 


market for electronic games is ex- 
panding, Hesch said the professional 
game distributors are studying their 
market. 


"You asked the right question about 


where we go from here. The professional 
group just sent out a letter to the dealers 
to get their views on the future of the 
market, new games, cost of operation, 
repair factors, all those things. In some 
ways it's still too soon to answer. We 
want the answers ourselves," he said. 


Ping pong, darts, golf, tennis and bowl- 


ing machines. Table hockey and soccer. 
All that's needed is an electronic roller 
derby and the blerstube can hang out a 
new shingle: Sportsplatz.

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The environment 
New pollution laws 
ignore business, 
contends Chamber

THERE'S GOTTA be a better way. Ev- 


ery time the slate pollution control 
agencies come out with a new or Im- 
proved set of regulations, the business 
community squawks that it's been dealt 
a death blow by a group ot unreasonable 
bureaucrats. 


The Illinois State Chamber of Com- 


merce barely had time to blast the re- 
cent announcement of new noise pollu- 
tion controls by the Illinois Pollution 
Control Board (IPCB) — with the charge 
that they will mean astronomical costs 
for questionable technology — before It 
trounced on the new solid waste disposal 
standards. 


"Again and again, we find the Illinois 


Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 


(EPA) 
and the Pollution Control Board 


(IPCB) Ignoring the collective expertise 
of business in drawing up environmental 
control regulations, and failing to consid- 
er such vital factors as the technical 
feasibility and economic reasonableness 
of environmental controls," said state 
Chamber Pros. Lester Brann Jr. 


Commenting on the new regulations to 


control the disposal of certain types ot 
solid waste In landfill areas, Brann said 
the economic well-being of Illinois is 
jeopardized by the standards, and that 
several problems are apparent in the 
standards. 


First of all, Brann says, the language 


b fuzzy. "Hazardous wastes" arc not 
property defined. Then there is the "ex- 
orbitant and unnecessary expense" for 
applicants under the permit system in 
addition to problems Involving wastes re- 
lulling from air and water pollution con- 
trol. 


Brann wants to see more participation 


by Industry representatives in the formu- 
lation of new state standards. "As It is 
now. wo can only react when regulations 
which MO object to are adopted," he 
said. 


He's omitting the fact that industry 


representatives can participate In public 
hearings which precede the adoption of 
new pollution control regulations. What 
Brann has in mind Is probably the state 
Chamber bill to require the state In- 
stitute for Environmental Quality to pre- 
pare a study of tho impact of pollution 
control regulations, and to require tho 
IPCB to conduct economic impact hear- 
ings. 


Tho purpose of such a bill is to strike a 


balance between tho state's environmen- 
tal and economic needs, said the state 
Chamber executive. Brann favors S.B. 
S89, now in a conference committee, 
slated for consideration in the fall ses- 
sion of the state legislature. The bill Is 
sponsored by state Sen. A. C. Junle Bar- 
tults, R-Bcnld. 


Thb is an unfortunately lopsided pro- 


posal. Bartulis' bill would zero In on the 
adverse effects of environmental regu- 
lations on local government, citizens, 
farmers and commerce and industry. 


We'd like to believe the EPA and IPCB 


have positive results In mind when they 
propose new state pollution control stan- 
dards. For starters, there are clean air 
and clean water. Let's hope that the 
move to restructure the pollution control 
rule-making procedures does not hobble 
its potential for positive results. 


* • • 


ILLINOIS COAL Industry, along with 


the Illinois State Chamber of Commerce, 
is pushing for a halt In the enforcement 
of state sulphur dioxide emission regu- 
lations. A bill (HB 7S3) which would 
grant a one-year delay in this enforce- 
ment now awaits Gov. Walker's signa- 
ture. The Chamber wants a successful 
one-year test of sulphur dioxide remov- 
al device "enabling companies to use 
high sulphur cool while assisting the Illi- 
nois coal industry." 


• * • 


LET'S NOT forget another beneficiary 


involved in the delay of sulphur dioxide 
enforcement. This week brings another 
criticism of Commonwealth Edison's con- 
cern for our total environment. 


It seems tho utility has been dragging 


Its feet in Its pollution control programs 
at eight of its Illinois power generating 
stations. The state Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency (EPA's) acting director 
Jack Marco says It's only fair that Edi- 
son's bid tor a rate Increase before the 
Illinois Commerce Commission (ICC) 
should be tied to its commitment to 
cleanup programs. 


Edison was supposed to submit an ac- 


ceptable plan for air pollution control at 
tho eight plants In question by June 1, 
but no acceptable plan was offered, said 
Marco. His request echoes a petition 
recently submitted by Illinois Attorney 
General William J. Scott. This is the 
third time Scott has Intervened in an 
Edison rate case to push for cleanup pro- 
grams. 


The utility contends It Is spending 


more than $300 million of its current $4 
billion construction program on pollution 
programs. And it says the state EPA 
just doesn't take into consideration tho 
efforts it has made in the last several 
years to curtail air pollution. These In- 
clude the use of costly low sulphur coal 
from out of state. 


Edison says its problems include the 


shortage of some relatively clean sources 
of fuel, the delays In delivery of pollution 
control equipment and tho unsultability 
of many power stations for burning l*v 
sulphur coal. And the lack of a reliable 
sulphur dioxide removal system is anoth- 
er problem being ignored, the company 
contends.

It is now time, as Illinois resi- 


dents arc painfully aware, for 
Walker to learn lo exercise that 
morality. 


This past weekend, Chicago 


newspapers poured out a floodtide 
of accusations about the sources of 
Walker's campaign funds. The al-

legations included strong-arm so- 
licitation of contributions from 
many statc-rcgulatcd industries, a 
process which is illegal in Illinois. 


The accusations clouded Walk- 


er's image as the Mr. Clean of Illi- 
nois politics, and his subsequent 
counterattacks did little to clear 
the air: 


—On Sunday, Walker charged 


that two Chicago newspapers have 
distorted the truth about his cam- 
paign. But Walker also repeated 
his refusal to make public the list 
of contributors to his 1072 cam- 
paign. 


—On Monday, Walker signed an 


executive order commanding all 
firms doing business with Illinois 
or regulated by the state to dis- 
close any and all political contribu- 
tions given to state candidates dur- 
ing the past two years. 


Superficially, this sounds good. 


But there's a strong chance that 
Walker's order faces a court test, 
thus slowing its implementation. 
And we imagine most firms doing 


Walker today has the chance to 


take the leadership — to exercise 
the "higher morality" of a gover- 
nor setting a good example — and 
reveal the names of his campaign 
contributors. If laws have been vio- 
lated, Walker and others will suffer 
the consequences, but if Walker is 
clean, he has nothing to fear. 


During and after last year's 


campaign Walker repeatedly re- 
fused to divulge his list of contrib- 
utors, with the tired excuse that 
Richard Ogilvie must make the 
same move at the same time. 


Today, however, Daniel Walker 


is governor of Illinois, and his ac- 
tions will set the tone for the rest 
of state government. If he chooses 
to act in a responsible manner, as 
he promised to during the cam- 
paign, he indeed will set a new 
standard for Illinois politics. 


However, if Walker continues his 


cheap shell game, and continues 
to denounce newspapers for head- 
lines rather than squarely facing 
their accusations, then Walker 
may have branded himself as noth- 
ing more than another money- 
grubbing politican, one of a breed 
which has dominated Illinois for 
ages. 


The whole episode calls for tough 


campaign disclosure laws which 
the Herald has endorsed repeated- 
ly. The Illinois legislature has a re- 
sponsibility for moral leadership in 
creating conditions under which a 
politician can't afford not to be 
honest. 


Only this type of regulation will 


drive the privilege-seeking special 
interests out of politics, or it will at 
least discourage them from funnel- 
ing cash to their pet politicians. It 
is the kind of legislation which 
Walker — at least the Walker who 
speaks of moral leadership — 
should support. 


Midsummer night's screams 
Bob Lahey's column 
Cumulative voting facing 
threat in petition campaign 


An organization called the Committee 


for Legislative Reform is preparing an 
organized effort to throw out the unique 
system of "cumulative voting" by which 
Illlnoisans elect members of the state 
House of Representatives. 


The group will soon hold an organiza- 


tional meeting to launch a campaign to 
gather some 400,000 signatures on peti- 
tions to place on the 1974 election ballot a 
question to reduce the size of the House 
from 177 to 118 members. 


Their goal is to spilt each of the 59 


legislative districts in the state in two — 
for purposes of electing representatives 
— and to elect one member from each 
district to the House. The 59 districts 
would be left Intact for purposes of elec- 
ting state senators. 


As It stands now, Illinois is alone 


among the 50 states in the process of us- 
ing cumulative voting to assure election 
in each district of at least one member of 
the minority party of the area. 


That is the chief defense of the cu- 


mulative voting, multi-member districts 
by those who argue against changing the 
system. 


Whatever the disadvantages of multi- 


member districts, members of the mi- 
nority party are assured of one home- 


area representative of their party. The 
Committee on Legislative Reform ar- 
gues, however, that that doesn't neces- 
sarily mean representative government, 
and it points to nine members of the pre- 
sent legislature — five Chicago Republi- 
cans, two suburban Republicans, one 
suburban Democrat, and one suburban 
Independent — who were elected with 
less than 20 per cent of the popular vote 
last November. 


The committee also cites five districts 


where one party or the other had a clear 
majority in the popular vote, but where 
the minority party was able to elect two 
of the three representatives. 


This, of course Is accomplished by 


"bullet voting," under the provision, 
unique to Illinois, in which the voter may 


Fence post letters to the editor 


'Let's back Post Office' 


Recently, qne of your readers sent in 


an open letter to Congressman Philip M. 
Crane, which lamented the increase of 
postal rates. As I recall her statement, it 
was, "Postal rates have increased to a 
point where it costs nearly as much to 
send you a letter as It does to travel t» 
Washington to sec you." No object)'* 
person should take such blatant hyper- 
bole seriously. 


Mr. Crane, it seems, chose to give her 


remarks serious treatment. In his reply 
to her, which appeared In the Fence 
Post, he indicated that he considers the 
U.S. postal system to be a monopoly — a 
monopoly that is taking unfair advantage 
of any group wishing to compete. He 
falls to mention however, that the post 
office is one of the very few organiza- 
tions authorized by the U. S. Constitution 
to operate on a government subsidy. (Ar- 
ticle I, Section 8, U. S. Constitution.) 
Also he does not mention that thcro are 
at present at least 50 creatures of collec- 
tivism in America, public housing being 
but one example, for which congress has 
unconscionably 
and 
unconstitutionally 


authorized subsidy after subsidy, which 
in many cases compete unfairly with pri- 
vate enterprise. And the Supreme Court, 
Incidentally, while making busy-work of 
passing down pontifical edicts on abor- 
tion and pornography, has chosen to look 
the other way while an Irresponsible Con- 
gress has passed law after law which ore 
clearly unconstitutional. 


And what does Mr. Crane propose as 


an alternative to the U. S. Post Office? 
He favors an amorphous group known as 
"The Independent Postal System of 
America." 


The IPSA, for a thousand dollars, will 


sell a "route" composed of a few square 
blocks of the purchaser's neighborhood. 
This confers the right for thorn to tote 


sacks of third and fourth class mall 
around to their neighbors. It must be de- 
livered during specified hours. Such on 
arrangement makes it a cinch for mon 
and the kids after they come home from 
school to earn a couple of hundred dol- 
lars per week, or so IPSA claims. But 
this Is only chicken feed compared to 
what they can earn if they wont to pur- 
chase another route for an additional 
thousand dollars and because according 
to the terms of the agreement they are 
not allowed to hire any outside help, they 
get to kocp all of this extra money them- 
selves. This holds true no matter how 
hard it is raining, or snowing, what the 
temperature is, or how heavy the load 
becomes. 


For most free enterprising American 


families these hardships would normally 
pose no serious problem. After all, there 


is plenty of time after the kids get out of 
school. What youngster these days would 
mind giving up baseball, basketball, 
hockey, etc., for the privilege of hauling 
a lot of junk mall from house to houso. 
And since delivery of mail Is a six days a 
week proposition, their Saturdays would 
be spoken for, too. 


And there's mom. After she gets thru 


with the housework, feeding and bathing 
the baby, doing the shopping and cooking 
the meals, she would have plenty of time 
left to sashay around with a 40 or 50 
pound bag of circulars from her local 
emporium, and if she happens to bo ex- 
pecting, so much the better. 


If that's what they're calling "free en- 


terprise" these days, maybe they better 
make mine butterscotch.

Washington window 


Pachyderm patrol a D.C. 'first9?

WASHINGTON — Jerry Wilson. Wash- 


ington, D. C. police chief, has assigned 
six of his officers to patrol the city on 
now 10-spccd bicycles — an encouraging 
sign that our law enforcement officials 
arc really looking for innovative ways to 
prevent crime. 


It struck me though that Chief Wilson, 


who*> men also have motor scooters, 
squad can, paddy wagons and various 
configurations of motor cycles, drew up 
short of a real departure In police trans- 
port. 


Elephants arc what he needs. 
Lest anyone think this la a frivolous 


suggestion, consider some of the prob- 
lems Wilson and other police chiefs have 
that could bo cased with a pachyderm 
patrol. 


Washington is a place that seems to 


draw crowds. Inaugurations, prewar and 
antiwar demonstrations and millions of 
touriits yearly tax the police deport- 
ment's crowd-handling capacity. 


Some police forces, Including the U. S. 


Park Police In Washington, use horses 
for this kind of work. All well and good, 


but the times cry out for creativity. Just 
as the Air Force Insists that the Bl 
bomber Is the logical follow-on to the 
B32. who con deny that the elephant pro- 
vides more bang for the buck than the 
horse? 


On the face of it, there arc things on 


elephant can do that simply are not with- 
in the mission of your ordinary horse. 
Extinguishing fires in trash boskets, for 
example. 


There are other obvious pluses In an 


elephant procurement program. Chief 
Wilson was the pioneer of a crowd con- 
trol technique hi which he used transit 
buses, parked bumper to bumper, to 
keep marchers from approaching the 
White House or other targets. 


There was one episode in which dem- 


onstrators tried to tip over one of the big 
buses walling them in. They aren't likely 
to try that with an elephant. 


There arc regular patrol missions ele- 


phants could fill beautifully. Along with 
many big cities, Washington has several 
areas where the policeman, in a vehicle 
or on foot, Is not particularly welcome. 


An officer of my acquaintance whom 


we shall call Clarence says one of the 
patrolman's big problems on the inner 
city streets is to command some vestige 
of respect in an age when judges frown 


upon use of the night stick as an atten- 
tion-getter. 


Elephants, we are told, are'among na- 


ture's gentler creatures, but they do 
have a presence that cannot be over- 
looked. It Is hard to believe that a police- 
man perched 10 or 15 feet above the side- 
walk, carrying one of those wicked look- 
ing hooked poles affected by mahouts, 
would not represent an authority figure 
to the average street dude. 


There are some problems, of course. 


Elephants are not in long supply in the 
United States so far as we can tell, and It 
might be a burden on the balance of pay- 
ments account to import them in num- 
bers. 


On the other hand, elephants in repay- 


ment for foreign aid might be just the 
ticket for some of the underdeveloped na- 
tions anxious for U. S. assistance. 


While elephants certainly don't make 


the racket that motorcycles do nor pro- 
duce smog, there could be an environ- 
mental problem. It is hard to believe, 
though, that a technology capable to 
sending men to he moon could not find a 
way to toilet train an elephant (UPI)

The committee points out an inter- 


esting historical point: Cumulative vot- 
ing was adopted in the constitution of 
1B70 in an effort to avoid a bitter North- 
South division in the wake of the Civil 
War, at a time when voters of Southern 
Illinois were expected to vote solidly 
Democratic and those In the North, solid- 
ly Republican. 


The cumulative voting system assured 


persons in both areas whose war senti- 
ments differed with those of the neigh- 
bors of some representation in the capi- 
tal. 


The committee argues that that need Is 


obsolete, and that the voters would ba 
better represented by a single legislator 
who Is responsible directly to them. 


The committee also argues that reduc- 


ing the size of the legislature would save 
millions in salaries and staff expenses 
and would improve efficiency in the 
House. 


There are other arguments put forth 


by the committee, but the question of 
multi-member or single-member districts 
is likely to be settled by the voters on the 
question of whether minority party mem- 
bers are willing to relinquish their lone 
party representatives in each of the 59 
existing districts. 


In the Northwest suburbs, for instance, 


the creation of single-member districts 
would in all likelihood spell the end of 
the legislative careers of such Demo- 
crats as Eugenia Chapman of Arlington 
Heights; Richard Mugallan of Palatine; 
Harold Katz of Glcncoc; Aaron Jaffe of 
Skokle; and Jack Williams of Franklin 
Park.

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Palatine exec explains

Every now and then, Palatine execu- 


tive Itogcr Sellstrom drops a heavy steel 
ball on his office floor. 


"I bet that made a dent In the floor," 


Sellstrom said, stooping to pick up the 
ball. He's right — the carpeting now con- 
ceals a small groove In the flooring. 


But he's made an Important point in 


this Uttlo demonstration. The ball is used 
In the testing of safety headgear pro- 
duced at the Sellstrom Manufacturing 
Co. plant on Hicks Road. 


A "tost head" equipped with a protec- 


tive hardcop (it has a single peak) is 
thwacked by the steel ball, and a needle- 
nosed plumb bob slams down hard on the 
updated hardhat. 


What Sellstrom is concerned about Is 


more than abusive tests on a dummy, 
however. He is selling safety. It's mea- 
sured in how many lives arc saved, how 
many pairs of eyes arc successfully pro- 
tected, and how many disabling Injuries 
can bo avoided. 


THE COMPANY Is marking this week 


for a celebration of its 30th year in the

design and manufacture of eye and face 
protection products. And the outlook 
couldn't be brighter, ScUstrom said. 
"The landmark date comes when the em- 
phasis on safety In business and In- 
dustry, schools and Institutions is at an 
all-time high," he said. 


"With the passage or OSHA (Occupa- 


tional Safety and Heali. Act) many in- 
dustries arc becoming aware of safety 
needs," Sellstrom sold. And many of the 
larger, heavy Industries — such as met- 
nlworklng — have been involved in safe- 
ty programs for 30 years. 


The tremendous impetus of the fledg- 


ling OSHA regulations and the new 
state safety laws covering students in 
laboratory and shop classes, boosted 
Sellstrom's business by a whopping 32 
per cent last year. Sales this year are 
maintaining an upward trend. 


THE COMPANY Is breaking ground 


this week on o new addition to its plant, 
the third addition to the Palatine plant 
since it was opened in 1933.

SELLSTROM SAID his firm is prob- 


ably the largest independent manufac- 
turer In the safety equipment field. 
"Most of the smaller companies were 
gobbled up by conglomerates," he says. 
But the competition is good for business, 
said Sellstrom. Prices for safety equip- 
ment are competitive, and the manufac- 
turer has to "scramble to develop prod- 
ucts meeting the fast-changing safety 
needs." 


Today's elementary and high school 


students will become accustomed to 
wearing protective goggles and other 
equipment required by law, he added. 
The company is ready to market smaller 
headgear to suit their needs. This should 
mean the one major area still untapped 
by safety equipment manufacturers can 
eventually be reached — the home work- 
shop. Sellstrom said, "The idea is to get 
used to wearing the equipment."

Suite 1400, 221 N. LaSalle St., 
Chicago, 60601.) Utilizing these figures, 
you can plan n workable budget. 


You may decide to continue enjoying 


familiar surroundings. But you might 
consider moving to a homo and environ- 
ment better suited to retirement needs. 
Retirement communities offer a way of 
life that meets a fixed income. In fact, If 
you're within ten years of retiring, it 
could bo financially wise to make the 
move now. 


Keep In mind the tax aspects of selling 


your present homo. You save on Income 
if you buy and occupy another residence 
within one year before or after the salo 
of your personal residence, If the pur- 
chase price of the new residence Is equal 
or greater than the selling price of the 
previous residence.

have exclusive ownership of the Interior 
air space — you have a fee title. In addi- 
tion, you hove a percentage of ownership 
in the common areas, which include ex- 
teriors, lawns and recreational facilities. 


YOU MAY BUY a condominium cash 


on the lino or take a mortgage. Both the 
Federal Housing Administration and the 
Veterans Administration back mortgages 
on condominiums. Your payments build- 
up equity; you pay your own real estate 
taxes. And real estate taxes and mort- 
gage Interest are deductible on your fed- 
eral Income tax return. 


If you prefer owning your house and 


land outright, it's still possible to move 
to a planned retirement community of 
one-story, single family homes which are 
newer, smaller, and planned for easy 
maintenance. 


Many tax advantages come to you in 


retirement. For example, your federal 
income tax exemptions automatically go 
up when you reach 65. Certain Retire- 
ment Income Credits begin at 62 and go 
up at age 72. These and other special 
situations should be discussed with a tax 
advisor or an Internal Revenue Service 
representative. In fact, the IRS will com- 
pute your federal Retirement Income 
Credit for you (Schedule R). 


In many communities, there are sub- 


stantial real estate tax exemptions avail- 
able to those over 65. .Naturally, you 
should carefully investigate veterans' 
benefits. Discuss the tax implications 
with an accountant, lawyer, or bank offi- 
cer In the area so you get all the federal, 
state, and local advantages you're en- 
titled to. 


PLANNING FOR retirement should be 


your signal to carefully examine your 
life Insurance. You might consider turn- 
ing some life insurance cash surrender 
value into an annuity. Or you might want 
to convert all your insurance into fully 
paid-up policies. 


Be sure to arrange meetings with all 


the sources of your pension Income be- 


fore retirement. Check your will with a 
lawyer U you're planning to move be- 
cause different states have different in- 
heritance laws. 


Many of you may not know that before 


Social Security payments can start you 
must file an application. When you get 
close to 65, or If you retire at 62 — ear- 
lier if widowed — or if you become dis- 
abled, get In touch with your Social Se- 
curity office. It's important to check 
your Social Security office two or three 
months before you reach 65, not only for 
the possibility of retirement benefits, but 
also for Medicare benefits, which are 
available whether or not you retire. If 
you wait until the month you reach 65 to

apply for the medical Insurance port of 
Medicare, you will lose at least one 
month of protection. 


THE FACT IS that the amount of your 


monthly retirement or disability benefit 
is based on your average earnings under 
Social Security over a period of years. 
The amount of the monthly payments to 
your dependents or survivors also de- 
pends on the amount of your average 
earnings. 


Nearly all people 65 and over are eli- 


gible for health insurance protection un- 
der Medicare, including some people who 
do not have enough credit for work cov- 
ered by Social Security to qualify for 
monthly cosh benefits. There are two 


parts to Medicare: hospital Insurance 
and medical Insurance. 


If you are 65. or over and entitled to 


Social Security or railroad retirement 
benefits, you are automatically eligible 
for hospital Insurance. 


The medical insurance of Medicare is 


voluntary and no one is automatically 
covered. You receive this protection only 
if you sign up for it within a specified 
period. You have protection at the 
earliest possible time If you enroll the 
month you reach 65 or during the three 
following months, but your protection 
will not start until one to three months 
after you enroll. If you do not enroll dur- 
ing your first enrollment period, you will 


have another opportunity during the first 
three months of each year, provided this 
period begins within three years after 
you had your first chance to enroll. How- 
ever, If you wait to enroll, you may have 
to pay a higher premium for the same 
protection and your coverage will not be- 
gin until three to six months after you 
enroll. 


"It's exhilarating and inspiring to have

Home buying undergoes 
big change in 25 years 


Condominiums sell themselves 


Home buyers — and home buying — 


have undergone some marked changes In 
the past quarter of a century. 


"The differences are most noticeable 


in the young — under 30 — home buyer 
of 1973, when compared with his counter- 
part of only 25 years ago," observes 
Jackson W. Goss, president and chief 
executive officer of Investors Mortgage 
Insurance Co., Boston. 


"Incomes have risen steadily since 


1948. 
Consequently, the average young 


home buyer today is more affluent and 
better able to afford a home at an earlier 
age. Also, most present day young adults 
are more financially sophisticated. They 
are not reluctant to set high goals — and 
then go after these objectives," Goss 
muses. 


There is also a greater degree of mo- 


bility among younger Americans today 
than 25 years ago, he adds. 


"Increased leisure time and greatly

"IN THE LATE 1940s and 1950s, most 


young adult home buyers had to settle 
for government-insured mortgage loans. 
Conventional loans, which for the most 
part required down payments of 30 to 35 
per cent, were beyond their financial 
reach. 


"However, the advent of private mort- 


gage insurance in the late 1950s changed 
this picture. The amount of cash re-

quired for down payment began to de- 
cline," Goss says. 


With private mortgage insurance, he 


stresses, lenders now make mortgage 
loans of 90 and 95 per cent, requiring as 
little as S per cent In cash as a down 
payment. 


"Further, conventional loans are being 


made for longer periods of time — the 
30-year loan is now more the rule rather 
than the exception. 


"There is no doubt that more changes 


will be discerned in the future. And, as

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Tiny Guam faces major 
tourist, building booms 


A little 209 square-mile island shows 


promise of being the next Miami Beach 
of the Pacific. 


"Guam Is becoming a boom Island," 


observes Jackson W. Goss, president of 
Investors Mortgage Insurance Co., Bos- 
ton, a leading organization in the private 
mortgage insurance industry. 


"An exotic island, often remembered 


only as a World War II military bastion, 
It could well become a tourist haven. The 
talk under the palm trees is not of tho 
past, but of the future — of tourism and 
real estate," says Goss. 


IN 1983, Guam could count only 198 


tourists. Lost year, there were 103,000. 
By 1975 tourism is expected to account 
for 220,000 of the anticipated 275,000 an- 
nual visitors. 


Goss points out that the Influx of tour- 


ists Is creating a hugo demand for hotels 
and condominiums. 


"And, that demand Is not all from tho 


Mainland — yet. 


"That will doubtlessly come about as 


soon as Americans find that since Guam 
is a territory of the U S A., shrinking dol- 
lars will go further there than In other 
glamorous foreign locales. 


"Until that day arrives, however, for- 


eign tourists by the planeload are keep- 
ing the local housing market hopping," 
he emphasizes. 


The little Island Is in the midst of an 


unprecedented development and it Is ex- 
pected to last for some time. The result? 


"Sharply rising prices and soaring 


land costs," Goss states. 


GUAM'S PERMANENT population has 


gone from 67,000 in 1960 to well over 
90,000 today — and the need for housing 
has reached the critical stage. Home 
building rates have gone up sharply and 
new subdivisions and condominium de- 
velopments are well under way. 


"Land prices, concomitantly, have sky- 


rocketed. In some areas, the cost has 
gone from $5 to over $40 a square meter 
in less than two years. 


"Homes are being sold before they are 


built — and the pressure for additional 
hotel and motel construction is increas- 
ing. The approximately 2,100 transient 
rooms at the beginning of 1973 will grow 
to at least 3,500 by the end of the year. 


"Guam shows every Indication of being 


tho next stop on the jet circuit — a po- 
tential mlnl-blklni discovery site," Goss 
concludes.

Bicycles arc becoming so popular that 


manufacturers arc having a hard time 
keeping up with the demand. More than 
a toy for youngsters, more than a means 
of keeping fit for their elders, the bicycle 
In this day of splrallng auto and gasoline 
costs Is becoming for some an Important 
means of transportation. 


Whatever Its place In your plans, a 


bike needs maintenance just as your auto 
docs. Unlike your auto, a blko Is some- 
thing you can do a good amount of 
maintenance on yourself. 


Since bicycles have become more com- 


plicated with elaborate gear shifting de- 
vices there remain some Items best left 
to a skilled mechanic. Gears and brakes 
are among them. 


Even these will need little attention 


from the serviceman If you follow good 
maintenance procedure. 


Begin by keeping bicycles clean and 


dry. This Involves having a sheltered 
place for storage. Exposed parts that are 
wet and muddy should be wiped off as 
soon as possible. 


THERE IS VERY little you will need 


to work on a bike that you don't have 
already In the way of wrenches and 
screwdrivers. Medium weight lubricating 
oil, greaso and some kerosene are called 
for. 


Inspect chains frequently. Don't let 


them get mud covered. The grit adds to 
the wear. Since links woar out in- 
dividually It Isn't necessary to replace 
the entire chain. 


You don't have to remove the rear 


wheel to take off the chain. One link 
snaps open and If you look carefully you 


can find It. One side of It Is a cover plate 
that comes off. 


The. best way to clean a chain is to 


soak It in kerosene for a few hours. 
When It is clean, give it a second soaking 
In lubricating oil. 


Chain tension Is adjusted by way of an 


adjusting screw that moves the rear 
wheel. Leave some play but never more 
than a half-Inch. 


Keep pedals tight. Lubricate pedal 


bearings frequently. 


Saddle bolts and handlebars should be 


kept tight. Check the fork assembly for 
looseness. To examine and lubricate the 
bearings, remove the handlebars, then 
the lock nut and loosen the cone. 


Not only automobile wheels get out of 


alignment. So do bicycle wheels and the 
result Is poor tire wear. Keep axle nuts 
tight and wheels will remain in line. The 
adjusting cone just Inside the wheel nut 
should be adjusted so that there is no 
play but so that the wheel can turn 
freely. 


WHILE YOU HAVE the wheel nut and 


cone loose, clean the wheel bearings. 
Squirt a little kerosene on the bearings. 
Rotate the wheel, then lubricate before 
tightening. 


Check tire pressure regularly. This 


varies, so check the amount of pressure 
printed on the side of the tire. Some tires 
take 22 to 35 pounds. Some narrow tires 
take up to 60 pounds. 


The one special tool you will need Is a 


spoke wrench which Is very, very cheap. 
Use this to keep the spokes at uniform 
tension which In turn will keep the rim In 
good condition.

Chicago area housing 


starts beloiv 1972 level 


New housing construction In the Chi- 


cago metropolitan area during the first 
six months of 1973 slipped 4 per cent be- 
low the level attained during 1972. The 
Bell Federal Survey of Building reports 
for 23,554 housing units compared with 
24,416 units during the comparable six 
month period In 1872. 


In spite of the decrease, housing con- 


struction In the Chicago metropolitan 
area Is at a high level historically. In 19 
out of 27 postwar years new housing con- 
struction In the Chicago area was below 
the 1973 level. 


Permits for single family homes de- 


clined II per cent to 10,699 from 11,972 
reported In 1972. The decline In home 
construction follows a strengthening of 
the market observed In 1971 and 1972. 
However, the 1973 homo construction Is 
still more than twice the record low 5,548 
homes reported In 1970. 


In contrast, permits for apartments In- 


creased from 12,444 units In the first half 
of 1972 to 12,855 In 1973, an Increase of 3 
per cent. Apartment construction has 
continued along the erratic course, In- 
creasing one year and decreasing the

"A mortgage money crisis that would 


be as disastrous to the public Interest as 
the credit shortages of 1966 and 1969-70 
could result If new positive steps aren't 
taken now," the president of the National 
Association of Realtors, J. D. Sawyer of 
Mlddletown, Ohio, said recently. 


"Real estate can't continue to put 


through this wringer every three years," 
'Sawyer said. "We are urging our mem- 
bers to make a study of the mortgage 
credit situation In their communities, 
and convey to the President, Congress, 
and key government officials exactly 
how tight and expensive mortgage mon- 
ey has become nationally. Then we ex- 


pect to cooperate and assist the govern- 
ment to act, using the best tools we have 
available to head off any severe situ- 
ation. 


"The Federal Home Loan Bank Board 


was on the right track when It pumped 
an additional $2.2 billion into the home 
mortgage market by reducing the por- 
tion of assets institutions must keep in 
liquid form," Sawyer said. "Additionally, 
the Federal Reserve Board acted respon- 
sibly by limiting the use of four-year-cer- 
tificates on which the board previously 
had 
freed 
the interest rate. This 


should help to limit unfair competition 
hurting the availability of mortgage 
funds.

PHICE TAGS FOR new homes, when the 
money Is available, rise faster than con- 
sumer prices In general. This Is the re- 
port by the U.S. Savings and Loan 
League in Its new 1973 Savings and Loan 
Fact Book. Tho league notes that In the 
five years ending In 1970. residential 
costs rose by 33.4 per cent. This com- 
pares with the 23.1 per cent boost in the 
consumer price Index for the period. 


"This trend was accentuated In 1972, 


when consumer prices rose by ;U per 
cent, while homo building costs climbed 
by 0.8 per cent," the fact book said. The 
publication pointed out that the Increase 
In the price of materials was the major 
contributor to the Increase In housing 
costs. Douglas fir led tho parade by 
racking up a 57.4 per cent increase dur- 
ing the 1971-72 period. Tho soaring mate- 
rials prices slowed In 1972, mainly be- 
cause of the price freeze, but tho Fact 
Book predicts that tho casing of prlco 
controls will mean another upward surge 
In materials In response to tho high rate 
of housing production during the early 
months of 1973. The result of these prlco 
Increases was that tho median sales 
prlco of a now homo In 1972 averaged 
J27.200, compared to $23,200 In 1971 and 
$18,000 In 1903. 


Tho fact book pointed out that during 


llto course of the year the number of 
spcculntlvcly built homes In tho lower 
prlco ranges shrunk even further. "Only

A NEW SYSTEM of automobile tiro rota- 
tion for maximum safe tread life has 
been adopted by tire Industry experts, 
the Tire Industry Safety Council reports 
today in a new edition of its Consumer 
Tire Guide. Using the new system, bias 
and belted bias rear tires should be 
moved straight forward, and front tires 
criss-crossed to the rear wheels. The old 
rotation system was the reverse, front 
tires moved straight back and rear tires 
criss-crossed forward. The new Guide 
also Includes a rotation pattern for radial 
tires. RodlaLs should be exchanged front 
and rear on the same side of the automo- 
bile, the experts say. They should never 
be criss-crossod. 


"Proper rotation procedures are 


spelled out In detail in the new Guide 
primarily because they are an important 
tire safety precaution," said council 
Chairman Malcolm R. Lovell Jr. "Pre- 
mature and uneven tiro wear can cause 
poor steering response and possible sud- 
den tiro disablement," he explained. "To 
realize the full potential of tread life, 
tires should be rotated at 6,000 to 0,000 
mile Intervals." 


Tho guide says that Inflation should be 


rcchocked after rotation to get proper 
front and rear pressure relationship. Ro- 
tation time is also a good time to inspect 
tires for damage and to remove foreign 
objects embedded in the tread. The guide 
cautions that if different types of tires 
arc used on front and rear axles, they 
should be rotated on the same axle. The 
new guide can be obtained free of charge 
on request to: Tire Safety, Box 720, New 
York, New York 10010.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Willie Mays fi- 


nally has faced up to it. This no longer is 
the twilight of his career. It is closer to 
midnight 


"I'm aware of It," he says, openly, 


candidly and without any alarm. "I'd 
have to be crazy not to be. I know I'm 
42, not 22 anymore. Nobody goes on for- 
ever. Not many go this long. Stan Musial 
did. So did Ted Williams." 


Once before In his career, Willie Mays 


had to peel off his uniform and suddenly 
quit playing. That was on May 24, 1952 
when he was being Inducted into the 
Army but that didn't hurt as much as it 
does this time because he knew he'd be 
coming back. 


Mays had been in the big leagues little 


more than a year then but he already 
bad enormous appeal 


When they took him out of the game 


that day at Ebbets Field in 1952, an- 
nouncing that he was leaving for the 
Army, even the umpires, who rarely 
show any public emotion, joined the fans 
in giving Willie an ovation. 


Mays missed almost two full seasons, 


then returned to the New York Giants in 
1954 and batted .345 to lead the National 
League. He also hit 41 homers that year 
and 51 a year later. 


Willie has 660 homers so far and It is 


entirely conceivable had he not gone off 
to the Army he might have hit, say con- 
servatively, 35 homers in 1952 and 40 
more in 1953. Had that been the case, 
you can figure out who the first man to 
break 
Babe Ruth's all-time 
record 


wouH've been. 


But WHUe Mays never brings that up. 


All be says is all credit to his good 
Wend, Bank Aaron. 


What Willie hopes to do now In these 


last six weeks of the season with the 
Mets Is help them win a few ball games 
and keep helping some of their younger 
players. 


"You know why I'm still playing this 


year?" he says, "I'll tell you why. Only 
because I'm back here in New York 
where I started and I felt people still 
wanted to see me play. Look, I know 
some days I'm not good, not playing 
well. Some days I'm all right though. I 
do the best I can. If you watched the 
games I played, I don't think I played 
bad." 


Mays is right. Up to a point. He has 


played in only 56 games this season and 
has a .215 batting average, 22 RBI's and 
six homers. 


For a man 42 that's not bad; for Willie 


Mays, it's almost embarrassing. 


One of the few people Willie generally 


heeds If Herman Franks, bis old man- 


ager with the Giants, and he says Franks 
advised him to quit before the season be* 
gam That wouldn't have created any big 
problem. Willie simply wonld've heen 
added to the Mets' coaching staff. 


"The reason I didn't quit are these 25 


guys," he says, looking around the club- 
house at the other members of the Mets. 


"Here are a totta young fellas on this 


club and I felt I could help them in some 
way. I think I have. 


"I'm not looking for any charity. I'm 


not looking for any pity. I don't need 
any. If I honestly felt they dkm't want 
me around here, I could quit right now, 
but I don't think there is mat kind of 
feeling about me. I could be wrong but I 
don't think I am. 


"Do I regret playing this year? Only 


when people come to me and say 'you 
used to hit .380. now you're hitting Mt,'

They try to 'down* you all the time. I put 
(bow kind of people outta my mind. 


"You wanna know the truth?" he goes

ball topped between third base and the 
mound by Cincinnati's Johnny Bench, 
Stone's throw was a bit off-line and the 
way Mays took It, he made a perfect tar- 
get for the husky Bench barreling down 
on him. 


There could've been a terrible colli- 


sion, and Bench, sensing It Immediately, 
purposely slowed down near the bag. 


Still, he went up Willie's back, but did 


It In such a way as not to hurt Mays even 
though It meant taking a tumble himself. 


Tho following day Mays made it a 


point to talk to Bench around the batting 
cage. 


"I know you could've got me." Willie 


said, laughing the way he frequently 
does. "I know you could've killed me. I 
saw you slow down." 


Johnny Bench, self-consciously smiled. 


Ho didn't say anything. Ho didn't have to 
because ho knew this was WIIIlo Mays' 
way of saying thanks.

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The Doctor Says 


by Lawrence E, Lamb, M.D. 


Deir Dr. Lamb — I am n young mar- 


ried woman and have had a problem 
with bad breath for as long as 1 can re- 
member. You can't imagine how much 
personal embarrassment this has caused 
me at home, with friend* and even on 
my job. I am concerned about the effects 
It may have on my future. Yes, I've read 
all the ads and tried all the different 
things that are recommended for bad 
breath, Including every mouth wash 
lhat's been advertised, varieties of tooth- 
paste, chewing gums, you name It, I've 
tried It. 


I don't seem to have any dental prob- 


lems, I go to the dentist regularly. I 
don't have any cavities. I brush my teeth 
at leant three times a day. use dental 
floss and everything that's ever been rec- 
ommended to me. But, I still have this 
problem. 


The only time I have ever gotten any 


help for It is when I have taken penicillin 
for one reason or another. While I am 
taking penicillin, temporarily my prob- 
lem of bad breath goes away, but It al- 
ways comes back. I just can't under- 
stand why something can't be done for 
my bad breath. If you have anything to 
recommend, I would certainly appreciate 
It. 


Dear Rradcr — I receive many letters 


complaining about this problem. It's not 
uncommon, otherwise the large amount 
of mouth wash and so forth wouldn't be 
sold to the public. A good place to start 
evaluating the problem Is in the dental 
area, and I'm glad to sec that you appar- 
ently have already done that. In addition 
(o cavities and so forth, there Is the prob- 
lem of pyorrhea or Inflammation of the. 
glnglva (gums) which Is often a source 
of bad breath, but I would assume from 
your regular dental evaluations and 
treatments that you must not have that 
problem. 


The point that penicillin seems to re- 


lieve your difficulties suggests an In- 
fection. A common location for such an 
Infection Is the sinuses. Chronic sinusitis 
Is o frequent source of persistent bad 
breath. Old diseased tonsils with necrotlc 
cheesy material deeply Imbedded within 
the tonsils arc also a frequent source of 
bad breath. I would suggest you sec an 
car, nose and throat specialist and have

him evaluate your sinuses and tonsils for 
possible Infections which may be contrib- 
uting to your problem. 


There arc otl.cr causes for bad breath, 


Including diseases of the lungs (usually 
associated with other symptoms), dis- 
turbances In digestion, gall bladder dis- 
ease and even bad breath associated 
with a woman's menstrual cycle (I sus- 
pect that this Is often related to an asso- 
ciated disturbance in the digestive tract 
occurring at that time). Probably the 
most common sources for persistent bad 
breath arc the dental-mouth area and the 
sinus, tonsils, adenoid area. 


Incidentally, many people don't recog- 


nize that the tongue Is a source of bad 
breath, and It should be cleaned regu- 
larly just as teeth are cleaned. The accu- 
mulation of food and debris on the 
tongue can be the real problem. 


Obviously, to do something about per- 


sistent bad breath requires a good medi- 
cal examination with particular attention 
to the dental, mouth, sinus and tonsil 
area. If a search of these areas is unre- 
warding, then a more complete study of 
possible causes needs to be accom- 
plished. I agree it's not a simple problem 
because It certainly can limit one's fu- 
ture opportunities, both socially and even 
In one's chosen occupation.

A learn of psychiatric researchers 


from Ihc University of Florida Is study- 
ing the effects crowded living conditions 
hax c on people. 


The study so far. according to the 


team's head. Dr. John Schwab, has so 
fnr shown that people who live In 
crowded dwellings hate a higher tenden- 
cy toward developing depression than 
thine who the In uncroudcd conditions. 
This finding Is particularly true among 
women. 


"Overcrowding," said Dr. Schwab," Is 


the ratio of persons to the number of 
rooms In a house. When the ratio Is 
greater than one — when there Is more 
than one person per room In a dwelling 
— tlicrc Is overcrowding. 


"Overcrowding," he continued, "brings 


with It a social competition among the 
dwcllcis and also excessive stimulation 
— these are not factors which are con- 
ducive to a healthy existence. Human 
beings need some degree of loneliness — 
some kind of sanctuary away from other 
people." 


A C C 0 R DI N G TO DR. SCHWAB, 


crowding Is anathema to Americans even 
though historically crowding has been 
the world's norm. 


"Cities of Ihc ancient world," he said, 


"the medieval world particularly — con- 
tained thousands of inhabitants within a 
few small acres. But they developed a 
means for living closely together. So 
have the Eskimos. 


"Culturally the Eskimos have devel- 


oped rituals whereby a whole group of 
people can live within the confines of an 
Igloo for lengthy periods of time. They 
arc taught they can live closely together. 


They are very quiet for Instance and re- 
tire In separate corners. They have all 
sorts of special ways for reducing what 
we might call social competition and ex- 
cessive stimulation. They have had to de- 
velop these rituals. In the continental 
United States we have always moved 
'west' to find more space and room. Cul- 
turally and traditionally we are not 
equipped to live in crowded circum- 
stances." 


Dr. Schwab believes that one reason 


women suffer more from overcrowding 
is that they do not have the same outlets 
available to them that men have. 


"MALES CAN ESCAPE 
from 
the 


home and be aggressive on the outside 
while the female is responsible for taking 
care of the household — I'm talking 
about nurturing qualities. And the fact 
that women are more likely to suffer 
from depression Is particularly upsetting 
to me. That's because not only are they 


suffering but their emotional distress Is 
communicated to their children and is 
carried over, In a sense, to succeeding 
generations." 


A c c o r d i n g to Dr. Schwab, over- 


crowding is not just a problem of the 
poor. "Generally we tend to associate 
crowding with poverty. Our findings 
show this does not hold absolutely by any 
means. In fact, the very poor are often 
the aged who may live in a one room 
flat. They're not crowded. 


"But In many parts of our nation — If 


not all — blacks are 'stuck' In crowded 
conditions — even though their incomes 
rise to the point where they might have 
the annual average Income for American 
families. Many of them are still stuck in, 
if not restricted to, the ghettos in the 
cities or the poorer, slummier areas of 
suburbia or compacted rural area ham- 
lets and they cannot move out.

Canada to honor Nellie McClung with stamp 


The Canada Poit Office will release an 


8-cont commemorative Aug. 29 to mark 
the 100th a n n i v e r s a r y of the 
birth of Nellie McClung, early advocate 
of social reform and women's suffrage. 


Born at Chatsworth, Ontario on Oct. 20, 


1873. Nellie LcUtla Mooncy and her fami- 
ly moved to Manitoba where, In 1896, she 
married Robert Wesley McClung. 


Her vigorous campaigning hi Manitoba 


led to that province becoming In 1016 the 
first to grant full political equality to its 
women. 


In 1029 Mrs. McClung was one of five 


women who von the Privy Council deci- 
sion which established that women were 
persons in the laws of the British Empire 
and could therefore be appointed to the 
Senate, a privilege previously denied 
them although they could vote and hold 
public office as high as the House of 
Commons. 


THE STAMP was designed by Stephen 


Mcnnlo of Sorcnto, British Columbia. 
Ashton-Pottcr Ltd., of Toronto, will print 
24 million In four-color lithography. Mar- 
ginal Inscriptions Including the design- 
er's name appear In the four corners of 
each pane of SO stamps.

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Collecting Coins...by Mort Reed 
Two Indian tribes issue medals, books 


Two more American Indian tribes have 


Joined the ranks of those participating In 
the Issuance of tribal medals and history 
books: the Choctaw nation of Oklahoma 
and the Yaklma nation of the State of 
Washington. 


The books bears the same serial num- 


ber as the medal and Is autographed by 
the tribal chief or council president. Both 
the book and the medal must meet with 
complete tribal approval before they arc 
Issued. 


Dr. W. David Balrd. a historian at the 


University of Faycttcvllle. wrote the his- 
tory of the trials and tribulations of 
Chahta's People, as the Choctaws were 
called after their original legendary lead- 
er who ted them to their prehistoric 
home In Mississippi. 


DURING THE 17TII and IRth cen- 


turies, the Choctaws defended their 
southern homeland against British and 
French colonial forces. They had to ally 
themselves with first one colonial power 
and then (he other, but soon developed 
great skills as diplomats, according to 
Dr. Balrd, who Is widely recognized as 
an authority on chieftainship among 
these people. 


When the Civil War divided the states, 


the Choctaw nation allied itself with the 
Confederacy. Consequently It faced re- 
prisals from the victorious Union offi- 
cials In the postwar era. In IWI2 the 
Choctaw nation moved Its capltol to a 
new building In Tuskahoma but Its gov- 
ernment was to last little more than 10 
years. Congress authorized the President 
of the United States to appoint a new 
chief of the Choctaws and seize complete 
control of the once highly independent 
people. 


In 1948 Harry J. W. Bclvln took office 


as chief of the Choctaw nation and for 
the first time in more than a century the 


tribe has begun to build up tribal proper- 
ty. 


IN ISSUING TIIE1H piece In the tribal 


scries, the Yakima nation is com- 
memorating the restoration of their sa- 
cred Mt. Adams. Publication of er- 
roneous reports that the Yaklma land 
was open to settlement brought settlers

onto the land before the treaty was rati- 
fied and launched a brutal war that was 
to last until the mid 1850s. 


A map prepared by Chief Kamlakln 


and Bureau of Interior officials clearly 
shows the treaty landmarks which delin- 
eated the Yaklma reservation bound- 
aries. Subsequently, Marlon Brando be- 
came a committee-of-one fighting for the 
restoration of the Yakima land to its 
rightful owners. 


In an unprecedented move, President 


Nixon, by executive order, placed the 
land under trust jurisdiction of the secre- 
tary of Interior for the Yakima tribe. 
The President noted that the case in- 
volving the Indian claim was an unusual 
circumstance. 


The tribal medals and books constitute 


the eleventh In the Indian Tribal Series 
and the first 1973 Issues.

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Q: Is It true that there \\lll be a new 


type of Social Security program next 
yc • (or needy people? 


A: There will be a new Federal pro- 


gram 
Starting In January, 1974 which 


will provide cash payments to persons in 
financial need who arc at least 65 or uho 
are blind or who arc disabled. However, 
this will not be Social Security even 
though it will be operated by the Social 
Security Administration. Xa Social Se- 
curity tax money can be used to make 
tho payments. The program is called 
Supplemental Social Insurance and will 
be financed from general funds. The pay- 
ments will be referred to as Supplemen- 
tal Security Income.

A: Your Social Security office is now 


taking applications even though pay- 
ment! cannot be made until Janunrv, 
1974.

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Credit insurance 


Often a waste of money for borrowers

Michael and Gall, newlywods from 


Round Lake Park, walked into the loan 
company office In Arlington Heights and 
sat down to sign the papers for their 
loan. 


It was alt rather complicated, but the 


man told them what was what, marked 
the appropriate boxes for them and 
showed them where to sign. 


When It was all over, they had con- 


tracted not only for a loan, but also for 
credit life, accident and health insurance 
on the debt, even though they hadn't re- 
quested It. 


Despite the fact that federal law re- 


quires financial Institutions to disclose 
the optional nature of credit Insurance 
and give borrowers a clear choice, evi- 
dence is strong that people seeking loans 
arc routinely coerced — or led unsus- 
pecting — Into paying the additional cost 
of credit Insurance. 


AND THE INSURANCE, while some- 


times a wise Investment, is more often a 
waste of money for borrowers — but a 
windfall for creditors. 


These were the findings of a Herald 


Investigation, Initiated In the woke of an 
order Issued by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission In May against Commercial 
Credit Co. The order prohibited Com- 
mercial Credit, one of the largest Inde- 
pendent consumer finance companies In 
the country, from violating the Truth In 
Lending Act when selling credit Insur- 
ance. 


The Herald's findings were also cor- 


roborated in a confidential report by the 
Illinois Department of Insurance, which 
Is In the process of Investigating the 
credit Insurance industry In the state. 
Department officials conceded to The 
Herald that, due to lack of enough insur- 
ance examiners and an inefficient moni- 
toring system, they really don't know 


what Is going on In the credit insurance 
industry. 


"It's probably a mess," one official 


told this reporter. 


THE FTC HAD charged that Com- 


mercial Credit induced its customers to 
give an "affirmative indication" regard- 
ing credit Insurance Is optional; 


—Quoting repayment figures which In- 


cluded credit life, accident and health in- 
surance coverage without stating that 
the Insurance is optional; 


—Automatically including coverage for 


such Insurance in the loan transaction 
unless the consumer specifically objected 
to It; 


—Checking, without the consumer's 


permission, the "I do" boxes In that por- 
tion of the loan disclosure statement 
which states "I do — do not — desire 
credit life insurance;" 


—Telling their customers to sign next 


to the *Xs" their employes have made on 
the loan documents, without explaining 
that these signatures are intended to In- 
dicate the consumer's desire for the In- 
surance; 


—When the Insurance coverage is 


questioned, discouraging the consumer 
from declining it by stating that the loan 
may bo substantially delayed or denied. 


THESE PRACTICES are all violations 


of the federal Truth in Lending Act. The 
FTC ordered Commercial Credit to make 
n "clear, oral disclosure" to the con- 
sumer regarding the Insurance, to obtain 
a "separate, written personal insurance 
authorization form . . . executed by the 
borrower," and to disclose monthly in- 
stallment payments "without any Insur- 
ance; with credit life Insurance only; 
with credit accident and health Insurance 
only; and with both." 


But Commissioner Mary Gardiner 


Jones dissented from this decision on the 
grounds that it would "have no deterrent 
effect on other financial Institutions en- 
gaging in this type of practice since they

Parents advised to avoid 
overpreparation for school

For millions of boys and girls a little 


taller than a fireplug September marks 
the start of a nerve-tingling adventure or 
a traumatic experience — or a natural 
next step in development. 


For the first time, they arc going to 


school — nursery, kindergarten or first 
grade. Whether the transition from the 
familiar at home to the new at school Is 
smooth or traumatic depends a lot on 
what most in child-raising depends on — 
parents. 


So holds Dr. Cynthia Dcutsch, profes- 


sor of psychology and acting director of 
the New York University Institute for 
Developmental Studies. 


Dr. Dcutsch is the author of "The Dls- 


advantaged Child." With her husband 
Martin, also a Ph D. and head of the In- 
stitute, she has co-authored many stud- 
ies on child development and behavior. 


In an Interview, Dr. Dcutsch said 


many schools tend to make too much of 
getting the child ready for school the 
first time. Too much preparation can 
lead to n letdown. 


"MY ATTITUDE." she said, "Is to 


wait and see If the transition is difficult. 
If so. handle It. 


"Generally parents should indicate to 


the child that a new and positive experi- 
ence Is about to begin. It's not the sort of 
thing you leave 'til the day before. 


"Actually It is something that occurs 


from tho time a child Is born. You get 
them set, for example, by providing 
playthings the school has — similar 
blocks and so on. 


"If It's a first time away from home for 


a child, there's bound to be a more diffi- 
cult adjustment." 


Parents constantly holding school over 


a pro-school child's head In a threatening 
way aren't doing a thing to help that first 
day. 


Such Moms and Dads, according to the 


psychologist, say "Walt 'til you get to 
school: you won't be allowed to do that 
or act like that." 


Tho toddlers get the idea school Is 


some sort of straitjacket. This notion up- 
sets them. 


DR. DEUTSCH said it Is natural to ex- 


pect some tension, even If a child seems 
to enjoy the starting of school days. 
Those terribly upset may revert to bed- 
wetting or thumb-sucking. 


Those not showing the tension on the 


outside will feel It Inside. 


And all will be weary. The tension 


makes them tired, costs extra energy as 
they function In a new situation. 


If you don't belive that, Dr. Dcutsch 


Consumer credit Insurance pro- 


vides coverage for a loan in case 
the borrower dies or is disabled. 
Instead of his family having to pay 
off the loan, the credit insurance 
does so. 


But an Arlington Heights life in- 


surance agent urges consumers to 
consult with their Insurance repre- 
sentatives before taking out credit 
insurance on a loan. 


"I tell a client who I feel is ade- 


quately covered (by other Insur- 
ance) not to get It (credit insur- 
ance)," he said. "There may be 
better ways to organize your mon- 
ey." 


For example, he explained, if a 


man has a mortgage at 4% per 
cent interest and he dies, it would 
be better for his wife to receive a 
$20,000 insurance benefit in cash 
and put it in the bank at 5% per 
cent Interest than to have the mon- 


ey applied directly to the debt, 
with nothing left for investment. 


M o r e o v e r , when lending in- 


stitutions fail to make proper dis- 
closure of credit insurance to bor- 
rowers, as the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Insurance are charging, 
the borrower or his family may 
forfeit their benefits. 


"If people don't claim It because 


they don't know they have it, they 
lose it," he said. "Often there is a 
rule that you have to apply for it 
within a certain length of time (fol- 
lowing death or disablement of the 
insured)." 


The agent recalled one such case 


In which a client of his was dis- 
abled and didn't know he had cred- 
it Insurance on his car loan. The 
agent discovered he did, but "it 
was like pulling teeth to get it (the 
Insurance money)." 


know that they will be able to benefit 
financially from this practice until the 
Commission's arm is actually placed on 
their shoulder." 


Apparently, this is what is happening 


with a number of lending companies. 


"I was under the impression the credit 


Insurance was mandatory," commented 
the Round Lake Park woman regarding 
the procedure of the loan company in Ar- 
lington Heights. 


IN ANOTHER case, a Southern Illinois 


University student took out a loan from a 
well-known national loan company. 


"They told me I had to have credit life 


insurance," he said. "It wasn't option- 
al." Ho said they quoted only the cost of 
payments with the insurance, not with- 
out. 


A young woman who now lives and 


works In the northwest suburbs took out 
a loan from a New York trust company. 
She also got credit insurance. 


"They explained it but put a lot of 


pressure on me to take it," she recalled. 


Despite the apparent frequency of such 


experiences, the executive vice president 
of the Illinois Consumer Finance Associ- 
ation, Carl Dalke, maintains that its 
member companies "ore genuinely con- 
cerned about disclosure." 


Dalke said the problem Is one of "in- 


terpretation — as to what really con- 
stitutes disclosure." But he said the or- 
ganization insures that its members are 
notified whenever a new ruling — such 
as the FTC order — comes out. He added 
it is "incumbent on those in the business 
to keep on top and comply with these 
regulations." 


ONE REASON lending 
institutions 


might be reluctant to comply and pro- 
vide full disclosure is that they may be 
profiting from the sale of credit insur- 
ance. 


In 1960 the National Association of In- 


surance Commissioners issued a revised 
model bill providing for, among other 
things, a SO per cent loss ratio — mean- 
ing one half of premiums paid in by con- 


sumers must be returned by the insurer 
to debtors in the form of benefits. This 
and other provisions of the bill were is- 
sued in "bulletins" by the Illinois De- 
partment of Insurance In 1968. 


But, according to a report compiled by 


an Insurance department staff member, 
dated Jon. 2, 1973, the 50 per cent loss 
ratio is being "successfully 
circum- 


vented." This is done, according to the 
report, by selective assignment of insur- 
ance business by general agencies to in- 
surance companies. 


While one company is given a certain 


class of business resulting in far less 
than a 50 per cent loss ratio, another 
company is given a class of business re- 
sulting in a higher than 50 per cent loss 
ratio. The latter company then petitions 
the Department of Insurance for a rate 
deviation, thus circumventing the rules. 


ACCORDING TO the Consumer Credit 


Insurance Association's own statistics, 
total credit insurance premiums in 1971 
amounted to $1.5 billion, while benefits 
paid amounted to only $450 million — 
considerably less than the required 50 
per cent ratio. 


The report stated that the only way 


credit insurance abuses can be ended Is 
"through strict monitoring of the 50 per 
cent loss ratio," but, according to Brian 
Boyer of the Chicago office, the depart- 
ment has only 175 examiners to cover 
many more Insurance companies. Boyer 
said individual companies should be ex- 
amined every three years but are exam- 
ined only every four to five years. 


Another source of profit for lending In- 


stitutions is through compensation from 
the insurance companies. According to 
the counsel for the Consumer Credit In- 
surance Association, Joe Bailey, commis- 
sions paid to creditors as agents for the 
insurance company are quite small. 


But, the Department of Insurance re- 


port referred to "numerous 
(recent) 


complaints of abuses ... (including) ac- 
tual cash compensation to the creditor in 
excess of the 40 per cent limit (commis- 
sion permitted by law), electric computer 
typewriters given to the creditor in- 
stitution, the placement of personnel in 
the creditor's agency who are actually on 
the payroll of either the insurance agen- 
cy or the insurance company, the forma- 
tion of Arizona companies to allow ex- 
cess profits to flow directly to the credit- 


or, and various other insidious tech- 
niques to circumvent the 40 per cent lid 
on compensation on to the creditor." 


WHAT ALL THIS means for the bor- 


rower is that his investment in credit in- 
surance is making a profit for the loan 
company, but he will probably get noth- 
ing out of it at all. The same money In- 
vested in some other way — including 
other kinds of insurance — could, on the 
other hand, bring him dividends. 


"Unlike other group insurance situ- 


ations," the report noted, "the creditor is 
in the unusual position of being both po- 
licyholder and beneficiary." The borrow- 
er is merely the certificate holder and 
thus reaps no dividends, according to De- 
partment cf Insurance official James Hu- 
ber. 


"It (credit insurance) might very well 


not be a bargain for the consumer," Hu- 
ber said. "He might be better off to get 
such coverage from an Insurance in- 
stitution at better terms and better divi- 
dends." 


Indeed, the report described borrowers 


as a "captive market." Because of their 
"inferior bargaining position," the report 
said, the lender "is able to foist this in- 
surance upon the debtors." 


THE SYSTEM "offers incentive to the 


creditor to make an effort to sell such 
protection to as many borrowers as pos- 
sible," the report said, adding that "ac- 
tive promotion of the coverage results in 
pecuniary return of some kind to the len- 
der." 


Interestingly, the CCIA boasts of the 


"popularity" of credit insurance, noting 
that in 1971 over 77 million people had 
credit life insurance. But the department 
report sees these figures, combined with 
what it terms the high price of credit 
insurance, as further evidence of hard 
sell tactics. 


The report 
urged 
thorough In- 


vestigation and possible action against 
insurance companies, creditors and gen- 
eral agencies. Asked for an assessment 
of the report, Huber told The Herald, 
"We're confident the abuses exist and to 
the extent that he (the author of the re- 
port) says they do." 


According to Boyer, however, the de- 


partment has little idea what specific 
abuses are going on and where. 


"No one has been tending the store," 


he remarked. 


suggested you think back to times when 
you were in a new situation.

—Give school a month or so, if the 


child doesn't settle in maybe there is 
something wrong and you should seek 
help. 


—In a couple of months It's a good idea 


to visit the school and observe your 
child, whether he has problems or not. 


—Kids don't develop at the same rate. 


Don't compare your child with others the 
same age, thinking something's wrong if 
Bud next door flngerpalnts in bigger 
strokes and your child fingcrpaints in 
teeny-tiny strokes. 


—A regimented lunch is the worst 


thing. No talking in the lunchroom, for 
example. Kids ought to be able to talk at 
lunch. Mealtime is a relaxing time. 


—There Is an advantage to a hot lunch. 


N u t r i t i o n i s t s recommend that the 
heaviest meal be scheduled at mid-day. 


—Before school opens, go with child to 


the school playground and together use 
the swings and slides — If you fit. Walk 
tho way, if it Is walking distance. Make 
the school familiar — not a far off thing.

The seedsmen arc able to raise about 


three-quarter million plants in a living 
room size room by a very 
efficient 


means. Seedlings are planted in compact 
trays — a thousand or more plants per 
tray, each tray hardly bigger than n seat 
cushion. The seeds grow 
In narrow 


grooves In these Styrofoam-typc trays 
which facilitate many more seeds than 
the conventional scattering method of 
seeding. 


I went away from the outing with a 


better knowledge of how the pros grow 
plants on a commercial basis nnd lots of 
gardening tips I gleaned from my fellow 
writers when I trapped them at the cock- 
tail party that followed.

an Arlington Heights beauty salon own- 
er was way ahead of them. 


Ray Raynos, of the Beauty Bar in Ar- 


lington Market, a month ago replaced all 
aerosol hair spray cans In his shop with 
an air pressure system. 


"I've heard some bad things about 


aerosol cans — the gases and spray are 
bad," Rayncs said In discussing his deci- 


sion to make the changeover. 


"In a busy shop like ours, there's all 


that spray Hying around, and It coats the 
walls and cats up the hot water heater," 
ho added. 


The new system Is "like a small point 


sprayer," Raynes explained. "It has a 
little compressor to keep the air pressure 
up. Plastic hoses run to each desk." 


Because the droplets produced by this 


system are heavier than air, the excess 
drops to the floor, eliminating that fine 
mist flying around In the air when aero- 
sols arc used. 


Raynos said a number of shops now 


have this system, which is available 
from most beauty supply wholesale com- 
panies. Ho added that the system is "not 
too expensive — a couple hundred dollars 
— but you save on hair spray." 


Rapes says he has "a feeling they 


may eventually outlaw aerosol cans in 
salons." As to whether it's a false alarm 
or a real hazard, he noted, "A friend of 
mine had to get out of this business be- 
cause he had lung trouble." 


EVER BEEN at a party when a guest 


walked In the door carrying a six-pack of 
Coors beer? If the party Is taking place 
anywhere cast of the Mississippi, you 
hear a chorus of elated cries as everyone 
rushes to seize a can of the magic potion. 


Coors has long enjoyed the reputation 


as tho "Cadillac" of beers, a reputation 
reinforced by its very limited availability 
— it is sold In only 11 states. 


But the Federal Trade Commission 


this month ruled that the Adolph Coors 
Co. has Illegally restrained competition 
by fixing prices, Imposing territorial and 
customer restrictions upon its 
dis- 


tributors and using unfair short-term ter- 
mination provisions in its contracts with 
distributors." 


Coors, located in Golden, Colo., was 


tho nation's fourth largest brewer in 1971 
with gross sales of $350 million. Market- 
ed through 167 distributors in Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Wyoming, Colorado, New Mexi- 
co, Arizona. Utah, Idaho, Nevada, Cali- 
fornia and Texas, It claimed about 40 per 
cent of the market in that area. 


BESIDES SETTING tho prices at 


which Coors Is sold and strong-arming 
distributors and retailers to adhere to 
those prices, Coors also refused to per- 
mit sales to central warehouses, who 
would have distributed tho beer outside 
Coors "territory" where price com- 
petition could have taken place. 


Coors has been ordered to stop all 


these practices, which means that tho 
golden nectar will probably soon be flow- 
Ing Into the parched Midwest.

Desserts arc the specialty of Betty Bal- 


daccini, Prospect Heights, and a tray of 
her delicacies can be the focal point of a 
party. 


Pretty as a picture are the strawberry 


cheese tarts, lemon ban, fudge bars and 
mint meringue cookies often Included 
among the attractive assortment. Each 
complements the other In color and fla- 
vor. 


Cooking and baking arc Betty's hob- 


bles. She reads cookbooks as avidly as 
others read novels and she has taken 
various cooking courses. Although she 
enjoys all types of cooking, Betty prefers 
desserts because she feels they appeal to 
her creativity. Her reputation is wide- 
spread, as she is always nsked to bring 
tho dessert to family potlucks, club meet- 
ings, church functions and neighborhood 
parties. And when entertaining at home, 
tho dessert is usually tho highlight of 
tho evening. 


When making a variety of miniature 


desserts, Betty usually includes some of 
licr most popular ones then adds one or 
two new selections. 


"Women interested In cooking seem to' 


gravitate towards each other," Betty 
chuckled, explaining that It was over a 
luncheon table in Puerto Rico that she 
acquired a recipe for the cheese tarts 
from another capable cook who lives in 
Atlanta. These actually arc Individual 
cheese cakes made In miniature muffin 
tins. 


Hetty buys paper cups to fit the tins 


from Bade Paper Co. in DCS Plaincs, 
presses a graham cracker crust into 
each and fills them with a cheese mix- 
ture. They can bo baked ahead and re- 
frigerated or frozen until ready to use. 


However, the strawberry glaze that 


tops each tart should not be added until 
the day of serving as the glaze Is per- 
ishable and loses its slilno If made too 
far ahead. 


Sometimes Betty makes apricot, pine- 


apple or raspberry bar cookies, but her 
Lemon Bars arc a favorite which she 
"must have made a thousand times." 
They have n cookie-like crust with a lem- 
on custard layer that forms n thin top 
crust when baked. 


Hint FUDGE BAILS bring raves from 


chocolate lovers. They have three dis- 
tinct layers: a light, cookle-llkc crust, a 
dark chocolate filling and a chewy nut 
topping. 


Meringue cookies tinted a delicate 


green and flavored with mint chocolate 
bits complete this festive assortment. 
The cookies arc also known as Forgot- 
Me-Nots: you place them In the oven, 
turn off the heat and forget about them 
ns they "bake for five hours. The only 
thing you must remember Is not to open 
the oven. The meringues arc firm on the 
nuislde but have n soft center that melts 
In your mouth, according to this cook.

Drop by heaping tea- 
spoonsful into 36 paper lined miniature 
muffin tins. Press down with fingers to 
make a crust.

Beat cheese; odd eggs one at a time. 


Add remaining ingredients and beat until 
smooth and creamy.

The 
tarts arc done when they start to split on 
top. Let cool ten minutes, then remove 
from tins.

Cook mixture over medium heat, stirring 
constantly, until thickened. Cool. 


When cool, gently stir in berries. Place 


Vi berry and some glaze on top of each 
cheese tart. Refrigerate until served. 


LEMON BARS 


Crust: 


1 cup flour 
Vi cup powdered sugar 
Vt pound butter (1 stick) 


Sift flour and powdered sugar together 


Into a bowl. Cut In butter as you would 
for pie crust. Mixture will be crumbly. 
Press Into an ungrcascd 9 by 9-inch pan. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 15 minutes. 


Filling: 


1 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons flour 
V4 teaspoon baking powder 
2 eggs 
2 tablespoons fresh 


lemon juice 
Mix sugar, flour and baking powder to- 


gether. Add eggs and lemon juice and 
blend. Pour over hot crust and bake an 
additional 25 minutes. Sprinkle with pow- 
dered sugar while hot. Cut into 18 bars 
when cool. 


Tuna makes popular salad 


Tills colorful summer salad combines 


two favorites, canned tuna and macaroni 
— along with red onion rings, sliced cele- 
ry and carrot "blossoms." The macaroni 
should be cooked in the Italian manner, 
al dcntc, which means "to the tooth" or 
firm.

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National Pineapple Cooking Classic 
Milwaukee woman wins top honors 


A Milwaukee elementary school secre- 


tary, Mrs. Robert Sakar returned home 
from Honolulu with more than a pocket- 
ful of sunshine and Island memories. 


Mrs. Sakar was declared the $23,000 


winner of the second National Pineapple 
Cooking Classic In an elaborate ceremo- 
ny on Walklkl early last week. Her con- 
test entry, Hawaii Flve-0 Tortc, was 
judged "best of category" for a cash 
award of $10,000 and best of the contest 
for an additional $13,000. 


The dessert Is a delightfully rich com- 


bination of lemon pic filling, sour cream, 
coconut, pineapple and pecans. Topping 
the dish Is a mixture of powdered sugar 
and meringue which, with a few deft mo- 
tions of a spatula and a little Imagination 
becomes "white ocean waves." 


Mrs. Sakar was one of 40 finalists from 


all parts of the nation who competed in 
the week-long Classic sponsored by the 
Pineapple Growers of Hawaii. Recipes 
for the finals competition featured can- 
ned pineapple In four categories — main 
dish, bread, salad and dessert. 


Tho other $10,000 divisional winners 


were also named. They Include Mrs. Jo- 
seph Farsh of Lake Oswego, Ore., main 
dish; Mrs. George Lorancc, Wahlawa, 
Hawaii, bread; and Mrs. Paul Bcrgson, 
Springfield, Vo., salad. Four $1,000 run- 
ncrup prizes were also awarded in each 
of the categories.

While cuts of beef remain scarce and 


high In price, pot roasts arc among the 
best bets. This recipe may be prepared 
cither outdoors or In your broiler and 
gives guests a version of broiled steak 
which Is surprisingly tender and very fla- 
vorful. 


Purchase a pot roast of 4 to 5 pounds. 


BonelcM cuts will be more economical If 
you choose chuck. Put the roast In a 
large baking dish. Sprinkle each side 
generously with monosodlum glutamntc 
or other unseasoned meat tcndcrlzcr and 
allow to stand for one hour. 


In a 1-cup measure put 1 tablespoon 


lemon juice, 2 tablespoons brown sugar, 
2 dasho* Tabasco sauce, 1 tablespoon 
bourbon (or sweet vermouth), Vi tea- 
spoon Worcestershire sauce. Stir until 
sugar Is dissolved. Now add soya sauce 
to make a full cup of marinade. 


Pour this over the roast and allow to 


marinate .1 hours, although overnight will 
be even better. When ready to cook have 
a hot charcoal fire or high temperature 
on the broiler. Scar roast for 10 minutes 
on each side, basting frequently with the 
marinade. 


MOVE IIOAST FARTHER away from 


heat on an outdoor cooker or reduce tem- 
perature on broiler to 330 degrees and 
cook IS minutes on each side, again 
basting frequently. This will produce a 
steak which Is slightly pink on the Inside. 
If you like It more rare, reduce second 
static cooking time to to minutes per 
side. Slice meat across the grain and as 
thinly as possible. Serves 6 with some 
left for slicing next day to make cold 
sandwiches. 


A light and colorful salad with the beef 


is Asitnlbolne Jellied Cucumber Salad, a 
favorite In Manitoba, Canada. Dissolve 1 
package lime gelatin In % cup hot water. 
Add 'i cup lemon julco and 1 teaspoon 
onion juice. Allow to cool and set partial- 
ly-Add 1 cup peeled and chopped cucum- 
bers and 1 cup sour cream (or half sour 
cream and half mayonalse). Blend and 
put Into ring mold. Chill to set. Unmold 
and garnish with strips of fresh green 
and red pepper (or pimlento). 


hot (SOO degrees.) Fold sour cream Into 
pudding mixture, and turn Into cooled 
crust. Cover with Meringue. Place In the 
very hot oven, turn heat off at once, and 
allow torte to remain In oven for several 
hours, until It Is completely cold. Re- 
move torte from oven, and sift powdered 
sugar over top.

Permits won't be held back 
Cambridge builder meets 
humidifier repair deadline 


by JOE FRA.N7. 


The developer of Cambrldgc-on-thc- 


Lake has corrected all humidifier viola- 
tion! In Its Brittany building, thus meet- 
ing today's deadline and avoiding fines 
by the village, officials said yesterday. 


The village board July 16 granted the 


developer, Richard J. Brown, a change 
In the plan for the final building In the 
project providing the faulty humidifiers 
in Iho building wore corrected. The 
beard directed the building department 
to hold back building permits for the fi- 
nal phase until the problems were cor- 
rected. 


At that time, village officials also di- 


rected the building department to Im- 
pose a fine on the developer for each vio- 
lation that was not corrected by today. 


Now that the humidifiers have been 


fixed. It appears the developer will have 
no difficulty In obtaining building per- 
mits for the final phase of the project. 


THE VILLAGE BOARD made the de- 


cision to hold back the permits after resi- 
dents In the Brittany building, which was 
the first building In the development, 
said the developer had not corrected 


problems that existed when the first resi- 
dents moved Into the building, about 2Vs 
years ago. 


Robert Verblc, project manager of the 


development, said recently the problems 
were not corrected earlier because of 
"personnel problems." Village Mgr. Dan- 
iel Larson at that time said the work was 
not done sooner "because they just didn't 
schedule any personnel to do It." 


Besides the humidifier problems, some 


residents charged there were also some 
fire code violations In the Brittany build- 
Ing. Chief Inspector William Dcttmcr, 
however, said he could find no fire code 
violations in the building. 


DETTMER SAID many residents have 


complained because the building lacks 
adequate sound insulation. The village, 
however, cannot hold the developer re- 
sponsible for sound problems because 
when the project was approved the vil- 
lage had no sound ordinance, he said. 


"Because of the problems we have ex- 


perienced In Cambridge No. l (Brittany 
building), we now have a very good 
sound code," Dcttmor said.

Dettmer said the certificates 
were held up at the request of residents. 


According to Dettmer, the village 


allowed occupancy with the under- 
standing tho violations would be cor- 
rected. Larson said such an agreement 
between the village and a developer is 
not unusual. "When he (Dettmer) is sat- 
isfied that no danger exists for residents 
moving Into the building, he can allow 
occupancy."

Employers of zoning board 
members get work in village

Two contractors with employes on the 


Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals have 
received a major share of work on devel- 
opments coming before the zoning board 
for votes in the past several years. 


A Herald investigation has revealed 


that 14 of 16 major developments ap- 
proved by the zoning board since 1968 
have contracted with either Country Ser- 
vice and Supply Co., an excavating firm, 
or with Domas Plumbing Co. Four of the 
16 used both firms for their construction 
work. 


Alan Martin, zoning board member for 


seven years, has been employed as a 
foreman at Country Service, 3300 Mil- 
waukee Avc., Northbrook, since the fall 
of 1971. The firm has done excavation 
work for nine of the major Wheeling de- 
velopments approved by the zoning 
board. 


ROMAN DOMAS. appointed to the zon- 


ing board in the spring of 1970, Is the 
owner and president of Doman Plumbing 
106 E. Dundee Rd. The firm has also 
done work on nine of the major Wheel- 
ing developments approved by the zon- 
ing board. 


A check of village building permits 


showed these two firms received more 
construction work on major Wheeling 
projects than any other subcontractors. 
Contracts for construction work in other 
trades were divided among a large num- 
ber of firms. While some contractors did 
work on more than one development, 
most firms appeared on the building per- 
mits for only one project. 


Despite the large amount of work done 


by the two Wheeling firms, developers 
contacted yesterday said they were not 
pressured to hire either Domas Plumb- 
ing or Country Service. 


Dan Kron of Harmony Builders, devel- 


opers of Harmony Village, said the two 
firms were retained because they were 
local businesses. "When we do go into a 
village we do use people in the area. It's 
good business," he said. "We bid every 
job out, but we don't always give the job 
to the lowest bidder." 


Other developers who could be con- 


tacted said they retained the firms for a 
variety of reasons, Including long-stand- 
ing business relations and low-bids for 
the work. 


CONTACTED YESTERDAY, Martin 


said be did not believe that the work 
done by his company was in conflict with 
his position on the zoning board. "I've 
only been with Country Service" two 
years this fall, and I only do field super- 
visory work," he said. "I don't have any- 
thing to do with the bidding of work or 


letting of work. I simply supervise field- 
work." 


Martin, however, voted In favor of five 


developments which later hired Country 
Service for excavation work. These proj- 
ects Include Harmony Village, Lakeside 
Villas, Pleasant Run, Whippletree Vil- 
lage and the six-flat apartment devel- 
opment In the W. Strong Street area. 


In two cases, Martin abstained from 


voting on projects which later used Coun- 
try Service for excavating work. The 
zoning board member said he abstained 
from voting on the Foxboro Apartments 
because Country Service had dug a ditch 
for developers of the property on Wolf 
Road. 


"I felt because Country Service had 


done work over there, I should abstain," 
Martin said. He said he could not re- 
member why he abstained from voting 
on zoning for Wickes Furniture, but he 
said it had something to do with the typo 
of building Wickes was proposing at the 


SINCE THE ZONING board did not 


keep records of individual votes prior to 
the spring of 1970, it is unknown how 
Martin voted on two of the developments 
which used Country Service, Cedar Run 
and Chelsea Cove. 


Martin pointed out, however, he was 


not employed by Country Service at the 
time these developments were consid- 
ered. "I think a lot of the zoning came 
forth even before I worked for Country 
Service," he said. 


The zoning board member said he was 


previously employed as a construction 
supervisor In West Chicago. 


Martin had no explanation of why 


Country Service has been awarded the 
lion's share of Wheeling's excavation 
work. He further stated that he never 
applied any pressure on developers to 
contract with his firm. 


"In no case have I ever approached 


anyone about the work," he said. "In 
fact I don't think any of the developers 
knew I was with Country Service." 


A CHECK OF village records showed 


Domas voted in favor of two devel- 
opments for which he later was con- 
tracted for plumbing work. The devel- 
opments were Harmony Village and 
Lake of the Winds. 


Domas was absent from the zoning 


board meeting when Whippletree Village 
and Sandpebble Walk were considered. 
Both developments used Domas Plumb- 
ing for construction work. 


Five other developments 
awarded 


Domas plumbing work, but since the zon- 
ing was granted In 1970 records do not 


show an accounting of individual votes. 
Domas may not have voted on some ot 
the five projects, since he was appointed 
to the zoning board in the spring of 1970. 


These developments Include Fairway 


Greens, Cedar Run, Tahoe Village, Lynn 
Plaza and Chelsea Cove. 


Domas has been unavailable for com- 


ment on the matter. His secretary re- 
turned a call for him yesterday, saying 
he would make no comment to The Her- 
ald on any matter. 


"There is nothing he can say in the 


newspapers," she said. "He just doesn't 
want to talk to any newspapers, that's It. 
He has nothing to say." 


SEVERAL OF the developments which 


contracted with the two firms have been 
connected to the Slavros family. James 
"Jimmy" Stavros has been a bhind-lhe- 
scenes political force in Wheeling for 
many years. 


Both Domas and Country Service got 


subcontracting jobs on Whlppletrce Vil- 
lage, a mobile home park at 525 N. 
McHenry Road. Ernest Stavros, brother 
of James Stavros, is manager of Whip- 
plctrce and last year identified himself 
as co-owner. Ernest's wife and a brother, 
Ted Stavros, are also reportedly em- 
ployed by Whippletree. 


Country Service did the excavating 


work for Pleasant Run, 1151 S. Elmhurst 
Rd., which is being built by Glen Grove 
Development Corp. At an early zoning 
hearing on the condominium project, 
Paul Horch, the former property owner, 
identified August Stavros, another broth- 
er, as a partner in the development. 


August Stavros is vice president and a 


major stockholder in the Wheeling Trust 
and Savings Bank, which holds title to 
Pleasant Run in a secret land trust. 


DOMAS ALSO did the plumbing work 


on James Stavros' luxurious $100,000 
Northbrook home, built in 1970. 


Ben Pekin, developer of Tahoe Village, 


said his company did business with 
Domas Plumbing before giving him the 
contract for Tahoe. He said there was no 
pressure applied to hire Domas, "I don't 
remember anything like that. But I don't 
really handle that area. I have other 
people In my company who do that. I 
don't get too closely involved with that."-

Taverns were, at one time, places 


where persons went for a drink and per- 
haps some conversation. The only com- 
petition was to see who could remain 
seated the longest. 


But plnball games reared their score- 


boards and the character of the Ameri- 
can tavern began changing. Soon bowling 
and other games of skill or chance en- 
tered. Now through the miracle of tele- 
vision, darts, tennis and ping pong have 
left the courts and rec rooms for the cor- 
ner tap. 


Electronic dart games were the first of 


the new breed of mechanical entertain- 
ers. Real darts, long a fixture in Eng- 
lish pubs, never gained a major following 
in this country. Perhaps Its inherent dan- 
ger to nonlnvolved tipplers lessened its 
appeal on this side of the pond. 


Wayne Hesch, manager of A.H. En- 


tertainers, Rolling Meadows, supplies the 
new electronic games to local watering 


holes. His firm makes the investment in 
the device, which Is in turn installed on a 
commission basis, in the taverns. 


ACCORDING TO Hesch, the dart game 


first appeared on the market 14 months 
ago. Since then, the game's popularity 
has boomed and slackened. 


The basic game consists of two wall 


panels; one showing the dart tosser, and 
the other depicting the target. The game 
is played with a remote control box, sim- 
ilar to an automatic garage door opener. 


The player watches the animated 


thrower's motion. At the moment the 
player deems proper, he presses the con- 
trol button which causes the thrower to 
"toss" the dart. The point at which the 
button is pressed determines which arc 
the dart will follow. A series of lights 
show the dart's "flight" and score. 


Hesch said the dart game was imme- 


diately popular, but that its appeal was 
not long-lived. The novelty soon wore off 
and patrons stopped playing it. The bar-

'Suburbs bear brunt of O'Hare night noise

, Current O'Hare International Airport 
noise abatement procedures apparently 
shuttle most night flights over the 
1 sub- 


urbs and prohibit take-off and landings 
over Chicago, The Herald has learned. 


The regulations, which were put into 


effect In 1970, force suburban commu- 
nities around the airport to bear the 
brunt of noise at night. According to air- 
port documents, the airlines arc prohibit- 
ed from using flight patterns over the 
city, unless bad weather or wind condi- 
tions force changes. 


While the documents, which were pre- 


pared by the City of Chicago, arc public 
record, few local officials said they were 
aware of any noise abatement proce- 
dures that had been put Into effect at 
O'Hare. 


Several 
DCS Plalncs city 
officials 


recently obtained the procedures and 
have made the regulations available to 
U.S. Rep. Sam Young. R-lOth. and repre- 
sentatives of National Organization to In- 
s u r e Soundecontrolled Environment 
'<NOISE).

'earlier this week. Young said the O'Hare 
regulations seem to show a preference 
towards Chicago regarding night take- 
offs and landings.

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NW suburbs bear brunt of O'Hare night flight noise

Current O'Harc International Airport 


noise abatement procedure* apparently 
shuttle most night nights over the sub- 
urbs and prohibit take-off and landings 
over Chicago, The Herald has learned. 


The regulations, which were put Into 


effect In 1970. force suburban commu- 
nities around the airport to bear the 
brunt of noise at night. According to air- 
port documents, the airlines arc prohibit- 
ed from using flight patterns over the 
city, unless bad weather or wind condi- 
tions force changes. 


While the documents, which were pre- 


pared by the City of Chicago, arc public 


record, few local officials said they were 
aware of any noise abatement proce- 
dures that had been put Into effect at 
O'Harc. 


Several DCS Plalnes city 
officials 


recently obtained the procedures and 
have made the regulations available to 
U.S. Rep. Sam Young, R-10th, and repre- 
sentatives of National Organization to In- 
s u r e Sound-controlled Environment 
(NOISE). 


IS AN INTERVIEW with the Herald 


earlier this week, Young said the O'Harc 
regulations seem to show a preference 
towards Chicago regarding night take- 
offs and landings. 


"I plan to meet with Chicago airport 


officials next week to discuss this mat- 
ter," he said. Young's district includes 
Des Plalnes and several other commu- 
nities which border the airport. 


He said use of the runways should be 


rotated so that all residential areas re- 
ceive equal Impact from arriving and de- 
parting aircraft. 


"I do not feel there should be any pref- 


erence shown In this matter," Young 
said. The congressman has been an out- 
spoken proponent of noise abatement 
procedures for O'Hare. 


At an organizational meeting for the 


O'Hnre area NOISE chapter, Young said 
he Is currently-working on legislation 
which give the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration power to set noise levels for all 
airports. 


The U.S. Environmental Protection 


Agency Is presently preparing a set of 
noise guidelines that will be presented to 
the FA A In October. 


According to the airport documents, 


runways 27L and 27R are not to be used 
from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. These two run- 
ways lead directly over Chicago's north 
and northwest side. 


SEVERAL ATTEMPTS to question 


Chicago aviation officials about the re- 


ported preferential treatment for the city 
proved unsuccessful. 
A spokesman for the FAA said there are 
no federal prohibitions In runway use at 
O'Hare. He said all runways are used 
equally and that no one area receives 
any more air traffic than another area. 


He said weather conditions and traffic 


are the primary factors In deciding 
which runways arc to be used. 


Pete Edison, the FAA's noise abate- 


ment officer in Chicago, said that he 
could not comment on the possibility that 
the city might have runway prohibitions. 


"I just don't know," he added. 


OFFICIALS FROM a number of area 


communities met last week to discuss 
airport noise. They plan to prepare a list 
of recommendations aimed at reducing 
aircraft noise in the next few weeks. 


They also hope to arrange a meeting 


with Chicago airport officials and possl- 
blv Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley to 
discuss the proposal later this fall. 


Some officials favor this strategy over 


pressing the federal government to In- 
stitute noise standards. It Is expected 
that action by the FAA on the noise prob- 
lem could drag out over a long period of 
time.

In what appears to be a race to beat 


tlio clock, the DCS Plaines City Council 
has called a special meeting for 8 p.m. 
tonight to discuss the annexation of land 
at the Intersection of Algonquin and Elm- 
hunt roods. 


Notice of the special annexation meet- 


ing was delivered talc yesterday after- 
noon. The move Is seen as an effort to 
beat Mount Prospect at annexing proper- 
ty at the same Intersection. 


DCS Plalnes officials announced earlier 


this week that they had received a 
request for annexation from the owners 
of the Waterfall Restaurant on the north- 
west corner of the Intersection. DCS 
Plalnes Mnyor Herbert Bchrel said that 
the city also wants to annex property 
across Elmhurst Road on the northeast 
corner. 


The meeting notice calls for the city 


council to "express the desire of the cor- 
porate authorities to annex certain real 
estate on the northwest and northeast 
corners of Algonquin and Elmhurst 
roads." 


AT THE SAME time the DCS Plalnes 


City Council Is meeting tonight, the 
Mount Prospect Zoning Board will be 
meeting to consider a rczonlng request 
from Narcdcl of California Inc. which in- 
tends to build a shopping center on the 
southwest corner of the intersection. If 
DCS Plalnes gets Its way, the city would 
surround the southwest corner on three 
sides and therefore be entitled to annex 
it. 
The developer of the shopping center has 
Indicated that he would like to annex to 
Mount Prospect. While the zoning board 
could not formally act on an annexation 
request, the meeting would put the devel- 
oper on record as wishing to annex to 
Mount Prospect and not DCS Plaines. 


Both DCS Plalnes Mayor Herbert Bch- 


rcl and City Attorney Robert DILeonardi 
refused to comment on the special meet- 
ing, but It Is suspected the city council 
will bo asked to discuss the annexation of 
the property on the southwest corner 
also, which Is being considered by Mount 
Prospect. 


Bchrel would say only that he called 


the special meeting at the request of the 
city attorney. He advised anyone Inter- 
ested In the matter to attend the moot- 
ing.

The 
property, which was once used as a 
mushroom farm, Is now owned by Ken- 
roy Inc. of Skokle. 


Kcnroy plans to build about 198 apart-

Firemen grow their own

Many meals at Des Plaines Fire Sta- 


tion No. 1 are complemented with succu- 
lent fresh vegetables and fruits thanks 
in a large part to the green thumb of fire 
Capt. David Wolf and his garden. 


This wealth of tomatoes, peppers, egg 


plant, broccoli and radishes, along with a 
single corn stalk can be found In the gar- 
den located behind Fire Station No. 1, 
Rand and River roads. 


"There's enough food here to provide 


salads for a long time," said Wolf, as he 
walked along the neatly kept rows of til- 
lage. 


"IT'S BEEN A lousy growing season 


though. Everything would turn out a lot 
better if we had some more cool eve- 
nings." 


Wolf, who Is the chief caretaker of the 


30 by 75 foot garden plot, said he usually 
spends about an hour and a half each 
night hoeing, weeding or watering the 
plants. 


The garden, Wolf says, not only gives 


firemen something to do when not on a 


call or doing necessary chores around 
the station, "but it also provides food." 


He could not estimate how much fire 


department food costs are actually cut 
thanks to the garden but he mentioned 
the example that "each head of lettuce 
saves about 48 or 50 cents." 


Wolf, who also maintains a garden at 


his home has enjoyed planting for quite 
some time and said the fire department 
garden is actually nothing new. When not 
fighting fires in the early 1950s, he 
worked as a truck farmer on a small Des 
Plaines farm. 


"WE NOT ONLY kept a small gartfen 


behind the old firehouse (now the police 
department garage) but we used to can 
fruits and vegetables." 


"We canned 100 quarts of tomatoes one 


year," he remembered. "Farmers would 
bring us bushels of fruits and vege- 
tables." 


When the fire department moved its 


headquarters to the new location Wolf's 
fondness for gardening went along. "This 
year's garden is the biggest we've ever 
had." 


A smaller 10 by 20 foot garden can also 


be found at Fire Station No. 3, Thacker 
and Terrace streets, nurtured and cared 
for mostly by fireman Ron Guthrie. 


Lt. Glenn Peterman said firecrews 


there often sit down to meals relished 
\vith station grown carrots, onions, rad- 
ishes, tomatoes and lettuce. 


FIREMEN AT Station No. 2, 1313 Oak- 


ton, had a garden behind their station 
but lost it when, the last plot of earth was 
paved for a parking lot 


Despite the abundance of edible fodder 


found in the Station No. 1 garden which 
also has blossomed such goodies as 
strawberries, and rhubard (which Wolf 
says will make a delicious pie), he ad- 
mits the soil isn't exactly the most 
adaptable to his agronomous exploits. 


"Most of this soil was clay from the 


excavation when the station was built," 
he said, "and I bad to use plenty of fer- 
tilizer. 


"I just feel like a planter does," Wolf 


said. "A planter gets a lot of satisfaction 
and has a feeling for planting something 
and watching it grow."

Nidetz: improper to spend 
building money for teachers 


Using construction funds to help pay 


for additional teachers would be "fiscal 
Irresponsibility," according to School 
Dlst. 63 Board of Education member Ar- 
leno Nidetz. 


Five years ago, the district passed a 


$2.5 million referendum for the construc- 
tion of additional classrooms. At that 
time, projections showed a steadily in- 
creasing student population in the dis- 
trict. 


Since then tho district's student popu- 


lation has decreased. Dlst. 63 has voter 
approval to spend money on construction, 
but has no need for additional class- 
rooms. 


Parents have asked If this money could 


be used to replace the 32 teaching posi- 
tions cut this summer by the school 
board for budget reasons. 


AT TUESDAY'S board meeting, Mrs. 


Nidetz advised against this, saying it 
docs "not meet tho needs or serve the 
best Interests of the school district." 


According to law, a school district has 


to specify how referendum funds will be 
used before residents vote on the ques- 
tion. Afterwards, they are limited to 
those specifications. 


Another referendum would have to be 


held before the 1968 money could be used 
for other purposes. A new referendum, 
would simply ask If people would allow 
the funds to be used for other purposes 
than construction; not for more money. 


Mrs. Nidetz pointed out that under the 


school code, the school district Is limited 
to using only $84,425 of that construction 
money for teacher salaries. She said It 
would be Improper and fiscally irrespon- 
sible to hold a referendum to secure such 
a "small amount." A referendum, she 
said, would cost the d'strlct between 
$3,000 and $7,000. 


She added that the district expects to 


face more severe financial problems in 
the near future because of decreasing en- 
rollments since the new state aid for- 
mula Is completely based on student en- 
rollment. 


EVEN THOUGH the teaching positions 


were replaced, they would eventually 
have to be cut again, she said, because 
of the decreasing enrollments and the 
decreasing state aid. 


She also said the district might need 


new buildings for pre-school education 
and special education classes. In other 
action the board approved a resolution 
saying If the teachers were to strike or 
simply refuse to teach, they would nave 
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Community Consolidated School Dist.

njhe abatement procedures apparently 
sl'ultle most night flights over the sub- 
urbs and prohibit take-off and landings 
over Chicago. The Herald has learned. 


The regulations, which were put into 


effect In 1070. force suburban commu- 
nities around the airport to bear the 
brimi of noise at night. According to air- 
port documents, the airlines are prohibit- 
ed ( im usln? fllglu patterns over the 
city, unless bad weather or wind condi- 
tion fore: change*. 


While the documents, which were pre- 


pared by the City of Chicago, are public 
record, few local officials said they were 
aware of any noise abatement proce- 
dures that had been put Into effect at 
O'Hare. 


Several 
DCS Plalncs city 
officials 


recently obtained the procedures and 
have made the regulations available to 
U.S. Rep. Sam Young. R-loih. and repre- 
sentative* of National Organization to In- 
s u r e Sound-controlled Environment 
(NOISE). 


IN AN INTERVIEW with the Herald 


earlier this week. Young said the O'Hare 
regulations seem to show a preference 
towards Chicago regarding night take- 
offs and landings. 


"I plan to meet with Chicago airport 


officials next week to discuss this mat- 
ter." he said. Young's district Includes 
DCS Plalncs and several other commu- 
nities which border the airport. 


He said UM of the runways should be 


rotated so that all residential areas re- 
ceive equal Impact from arriving and de- 
parting aircraft. 


"I do not feel there should be any pref- 


erence shown in this matter," Young 
said. The congressman has been an out- 
spoken proponent of noise abatement 
procedures for O'Hare. 


At an organizational meeting for the 


O'Hare area NOISE chapter, Young said 
he Is currently working on legislation 
which give the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istratlon power to set noise levels for all 
airports. 


The U.S. Environmental Protection 


Agency is presently preparing a set of 
noise guidelines that will be presented to 
the FAA in October. 


According to the airport documents, 


runways 27L and 27R are not to be used 
from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. These two run- 
ways lead directly over Chicago's north 
and northwest side.

Landscaper questions jr. high pact

A landscapcr has charged questionable 


practices were involved In the awarding 
of the landscaping contract for Friend- 
ship Junior High School In DCS Plaints. 


Alan DImenn of Lincoln Landscaping, 


an unsuccessful bidder on the contract, 
yesterday questioned the fact that Elk 
Grove Township Dist. 59's landscape ar- 
chitect, who drew plans and specifica- 
tions for the work, Is also part-owner of 
the firm that was awarded the contract. 


The landscaping job was given to Old 


.Mill Flower and Garden Center of Lake 
Zurich, whose $14,775 bid ws the lowest 
of six bids submitted to the school dis- 
trict. 


Michael Cherhavy, landscape architect 


hired by the district to plan the work, Is 
a part-owner of Old Mill. In his position 
as architect, he will be responsible for 
seeing that Old Mill follows the specifica- 
tions and meets the terms of its contract 
with the school district. 


Old Mill was also.awarded a $9,500 


contract to lay sod at Friendship School, 
although the company was not low bid- 
der for the sod work. B&B Contracting 
Co. submitted a low bid of $7,912.50 for 
the sod. 


Other landscapes and Dlst. 59 officials 


yesterday disputed Dlmcnn's charges. 


Adolph Danta, buildings and.grounds 


supervisor for the school district, recom- 
mended both the hiring of Cherhavy and 
the acceptance of the Old Mill contract. 
He defended the arrangement yesterday, 
saying there was nothing wrong with it. 


Danta also recommended against giv- 


ing the sod contract to B&B, saying the 
company was not in the sod business and 
would have had to subcontract the job. 
Old Mill, which got the sod contract, sub- 
mitted a bid of $9,500, about $1,600 more 
than B&B's bid. 


DImenn yesterday said hiring an archi- 


tect who is an employe of a landscaping 
firm Is usually done only when the firm 
is expected to do the landscaping work. 


He said It was unusual to use an archi- 


tect who was associated with a company 


to do work that was to be competitively 
bid. 


DImenn also said the architectural 


plans wrre confusing because of dis- 
crepancies between the plants shown on 
the drawings and the number shown hi 
the detailed listing Included in the draw- 
ings. He also said the description of the 
plants in size and type were also con- 
fusing. 


Lincoln bid $25,700 for the planting 


work and did not bid for the sod work. 
Lincoln was second highest of six com- 
panies that sought the job. 


D A N T A ORIGINALLY approached 


Cherhavy about the architectural work. 
Cherhavy said he had never heard of 
Danta before being contacted to do the 
architectural work and said his company 
had never done any previous work for 
Dlst. 59. 


Cherhavy said Danta contacted him 


because Danta had seen other plans he 
did for residential homes and liked the 
work. He said he was skeptical, at first, 
of being offered the job because the Dlst. 
59 administration office 
Is next to 


Klehm's Nursery, which also provides 
landscape architectural work. 


Cherhavy said that when he was inter- 


viewed by Danta before being given the 
architectural work, Danta explained the 
contract was only for the drawings. He 
said Danta told him the actual land- 
scaping contract would have to be 
awarded by competitive bidding. 


THE HIRING of Cherhavy as architect 


was approved by the school board on the 
recommendation of the administration. 
The contract for the actual work was 
also awarded by the board on adminis- 
tration recommendation. 


Richard Brown of Berthold Nursery, 


which also bid for the work, said the 
plans were not confusing. He said the 
specifications were clear and the size de- 
scriptions of the plants were the type 
commonly used. 


Brown admitted he did not check care- 


fully enough to determine' If a dis- 
crepancy existed between the plants in 
the drawings and those in the listing. 


Cherhavy admitted there was a dis- 


crepancy, which he called a clerical er- 


ror. He said three people in his company 
had checked the plans and failed to catch 
the error. 


Danta said several of the firms bidding 


for the work caught the error. He said all 
were told to use the number of plants 
shown In the drawing as the correct 
number. 


Danta said Lincoln Landscaping never 


called about the error, but Dimcnn did 
mention the error at the time of the bid 
opening. 


Dimcnn also questioned the range of 


bids offered for the job. Three companies 
offered bids of $28,500; $25,700 and 
$24,300. The remaining companies bid 
$18,350; $16.363; and $14,775. 


He said the $7,000 to $10,000 split be- 


tween the three "high bids" and the 
three "low bids" was due to the con- 
fusion over the specifications. 


Other landscapcrs said such a range 


was common and could be explained on 
various factors, including the sincerity of 
the bidder in wanting the job and wheth- 
er a landscaper had his own nursery or 
had to buy trees and plants wholesale. 


NW suburbs 
'need voice' 
in transit

Approximately ISO persons attended a 


public hearing in Park Ridge last night 
on proposals for a regional transit au- 
thority for the six northeastern counties 
of Illinois.

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Inulewl of Chicago 
O'Hare night flight noise 
directed over NW suburbs

Current O'llaro International Airport 


noise abatement procedures apparently 
shuttle most night flights over the sub- 
urbs and prohibit take-off and landings 
over Chicago, The Herald has learned. 


The regulations, which were put Into 


effect In 1070, force suburban commu- 
nities around the airport to bear the 
brunt of noise at night. According to air- 
port documents, the airlines arc prohibit- 
ed from using flight patterns over the 
city, unless bod weather or wind condi- 
tions force changc». 


While the documents, which were pre- 


pared by the City of Chicago, arc public 
record, few local officials said they were 
aware of any noise abatement proce- 
dures that had been put Into effect at 
O'Haro. 


Several DCS Plalnes city 
officials 


recently obtained the procedures and 
have made the regulations available to 


U.S. Rep. Sam Young, R-loth, and repre- 
sentatives of National Organization to In- 
sure Sound-controlled Environment 
(NOISE). 


IN AN INTERVIEW with the Herald 


earlier this week, Young said the. O'Hirc 
regulations seem to show a preference 
towards Chicago regarding night take- 
offs and landings. 


"I plan to meet with Chicago airport 


officials next week to discuss this mat- 
ter," he said. Young's district includes 
DCS Plalnes and several other commu- 
nities which border the airport. 


He said use of the runways should be 


rotated so that all residential areas re- 
ceive equal Impact from arriving and de- 
parting aircraft. 


"I do not feel there should be any pref- 


erence shown in this matter," Young 
said. The congressman has been an out- 
spoken proponent of noise abatement 
procedures for O'Haro. 


Officials call for suburb 
voice in mass transit

Approximately ISO persons attended a 


public hearing In Park Ridge IBM nlrflit 
on proposals for a regional transit au- 
thority for the six northeastern counties 
of Illinois. 


The hearing was conducted by Lang- 


horno Bond, Governor Daniel Walker's 
secretary of transportation, and was at- 
tended by a large number of elected offi- 
cials from the northwest suburbs. 


A frequent theme In remarks by subur- 


ban officials was a warning that a re- 
gional transit authority must be estab- 
lished with adequate long-range funding 
and a substantial volco for the suburbs in 
the management of such an authority. 


THE FlltST WITNESS In a list of 


some 44 persons testifying was U.S. Rep. 
Samuel II. Young, R-10th, who assured 
the audience that "the federal govern- 
ment can ami will assist in providing 
funds for capital expenditures." 


Young said the Illinois legislature must 


determine the proper system for funding, 
and that suburban communities must 
have a voice In control of the transit au- 
thority, which he called vital to suburban 
residents. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schllckman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, author of one of 
many mass transit bills Introduced un- 


successfully in the last legislative ses- 
sion, declared that none of the bills con- 
sidered in Springfield met all the criteria 
for a sound mass transit authority. 


BUT, SAID SCHLICKMAN, "the time 


Is ripe for the governor and the legisla- 
tive leadership to sit down and devise a 
system which would meet the necessary 
criteria," 


Schlickmnn praised Democratic Gover- 


nor Walker for the scries of hearings 
being conducted on mass transit. They 
are, he said, the first effort by govern- 
ment to give the citizenry a voice In 
mass transportation plans. 


Among other witnesses was State Rep. 


Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoo, who warned 
that any regional transit authority must 
define strictly the area to be encom- 
passed, and that no local governmental 
unit could be allowed the luxury of "op- 
ting out" of the transit district. 


"This six-county area Is a region," 


Katz declared. "It docs not need a refer- 
endum to establish It as such." If one or 
more counties were allowed to withdraw 
from the transit plan, Katz warned, the 
authority would then be faced with the 
possibility of Individual villages and 
communities abandoning the district, re- 
sulting not in a regional transit system, 
but a "patchwork." 


At an organizational meeting for the 


O'Hare area NOISE chapter, Young said 
he Is currently working on legislation 
which give the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration power to set noise levels for all 
airports, 


The U.S. Environmental Protection 


Agency Is presently preparing a set of 
noise guidelines that will be presented to 
the FAA in October. 


According to the airport documents, 


runways 27L and 27R are not to be used 
from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. These two run- 
ways lead directly over Chicago's north 
and northwest side. 


SEVERAL ATTEMPTS, to question 


Chicago aviation officials about the re- 
ported preferential treatment for the city 
proved unsuccessful. 
A spokesman for the FAA said there are 
no federal prohibitions in runway use at 
O'Haro. He said all runways are used 
equally and that no one area receives 
any more air traffic than another area. 


He said weather conditions and traffic 


are the primary factors In deciding 
which runways arc to be used. 


Pete Edison, the FAA's noise abate- 


ment officer in Chicago, said that he 
could not comment on the possibility that 
the city might have runway prohibitions. 


"I just don't know," he added. 


OFFICIALS FROM a number of area 


communities met last week to discuss 
airport noise. They plan to prepare a list 
of recommendations aimed at reducing 
aircraft noise In the next few weeks. 


They also hope to arrange a meeting 


with Chicago airport officials and possi- 
bly Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley to 
discuss the proposal later this fall. 


County rejects plea 
for Kirchoff bakery 


The Cook County Board has turned 


down a request for rczoning to build a 
bakery thrift store on Kirchoff Road east 
of the Sunco gas station just outside 
the Rolling Meadows city boundaries. 


The action by the county board of com- 


missioners came Monday less than a 
week after Rolling Meadows officials 
turned down a petition to annex land for 
the bakery. 


Resident of Holy Lane living directly 


behind the proposed building, objected to 
the plan because they said a commercial 
business would not be compatible with 
the area. They also cited traffic con- 
gestion and possible flooding from the 
bakery. Forty residents signed petitions 
opposing the facility.

gets ready to come to life again, kids 
are out taking advantage of the final 
summer days. But, behind the scenes the 
activity is fast and furious as district 
employes tie up loose ends In hopes of a 
smooth opening day. 


There is cleaning and repair work to 


be done at all 20 schools, last-minute 
teacher resignations to be filled, final 
preparations 
for teacher orientation 


week and a battery of calls from anxious 
parents with an array of questions to be 
answered. 


Principals returned to the schools this 


week to take care of final details. Many 
teachers will be returning to the district 
next week to attend a four-day series of 
voluntary workshops and to get their 
classrooms ready for the opening day. 
All teachers will be back by Aug. 31 
when Institute Day is scheduled. 


WHEN THE STUDENTS return they 


will find some changes in their class- 
room activity. Several new curriculum 
programs have been adopted by the 
board of education and will go into effect 
this fall. The changes are the outcome of 
at least a year's study by curriculum 
planning committees composed of teach- 
ers and administrators. Last year, more 
than 200 teachers were involved in some 
phase of curriculum planning. 


A new science program entitled Ele- 


mentary School Science (ESS) will be 
implemented in all kindergarten through 
sixth-grade classes. ESS was piloted at 
Jonas Salk School In Rolling Meadows 
and Virginia Lake School in Palatine last 
year prior to its adoption for the entire 
district. 


ESS is not a textbook program, but 


rather a program that attempts to take 
advantage of students' natural curiosity, 
said Mylrae Bundle, division director 
for curriculum planning and devel- 
opment.

Taverns were, at one time, places 


where persons went for a drink and per- 
haps some conversation. The only com- 
petition was to see who could remain 
seated the longest. 


But plnball games reared their score- 


boards and the character of the Ameri- 
can tavern began changing. Soon bowling 
and other games of skill or chance en- 
tered. Now through the miracle of tele- 
vision, darts, tennis and ping pong have 
left the courts and rec rooms for the cor- 
ner tap. 


Electronic dart games were the first of 


the new breed of mechanical entertain- 
ers. Real darts, long a fixture in Eng- 
lish pubs, never gained a major following 
in this country. Perhaps its Inherent dan- 
ger to nonlnvolved tipplers lessened its 
appeal on this side of the pond. 


Wayne Hesch, manager of A.H. En- 


tertainers, Rolling Meadows, supplies the 
new electronic games to local watering 
holes. His firm makes the Investment In 
the device, which is in turn Installed on a 
commission basis, In the taverns. 


ACCORDING TO Hesch, the dart game 


first appeared on the market 14 months 
ago. Since then, the game's popularity 
has boomed and slackened. 


The basic game consists of two wall 


panels; one showing the dart tosser, and 
the other depicting the target. The game 
is played with a remote control box, sim- 
ilar to an automatic garage door opener. 


The player watches the animated 


thrower's motion. At toe moment the 


player deems proper, he presses the con- 
trol button which causes the thrower to 
"toss" the dart. The point at which the 
button Is pressed determines which arc 
the dart will follow. A series of lights 
show the dart's "flight" and score. 


Hesch said the dart game was imme- 


diately popular, but that its appeal was 
not long-lived. The novelty soon wore off 
and patrons stopped playing it. The bar- 
keeps no longer made their money from 
it, so they asked to have it removed, he 
said. 


"We have to move them around to dif- 


ferent locations. They may be popular 
for six months or maybe just two weeks. 


You really can't tell in advance. When 
people stop playing them, It's time lo 
move the device," Hesch said. 


THE DART game's appeal, in Hcsch's 


opinion, was its basic electronic oper- 
ation. 


"This was the first game where they 


could actually see that it worked elec- 
tronically. You sat at the bar or table 
with the box and the game was on the 
wall. You worked It without wires." 


Although the dart game was a novelty 


item, Hesch said he did not think of It as 
an electronic hula hoop. 


"With the hula hoop all you had was a

plastic tube. It didn't lead to anything 
else. Now we're starting to get other 
electronic games like the golf courses or 
the ping pong games. Darts led to other 
things. It had spin-offs." 


One of the more popular spin-offs is 


the ping pong or tennis game. The device 
is a television screen with two control 
knobs in the cabinet. The game is played 
by moving the "paddles" to Intercept the 
"ball's" bounce.

ESS Is broken down Into more than 50 


units on all areas of science. Each unit 
comes with kits for student use. For ex- 
ample, a unit on anatomy would Include 
detachable skeletons for the students to 
work with. Each teacher will use a min- 
imum of four units during the year, said 
Airs. Bundle. 


SEVERAL ESS workshops have been 


held In the district to train teachers in 
the use of the new program. By the time 
school starts, 245 teachers In the district 
will have completed the 15 hours of ESS 
training. 


A new reading program will be used In 


all fourth-fifth-and sixth-grade classes. 
The reading program, which was piloted 
at Kimball Hill School in Rolling Mead- 
ows, last year, teaches students reading 
skills in particular reading areas, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Bundle. 


Intermediate students will have a vari-

Officials call for suburb 
voice in mass transit

Approximately 150 persons attended a 


public hearing in Park Rldgc last night 
on proposals for a regional transit au- 
thority for tho six northeastern counties 
of Illinois. 


The hearing was conducted by Lang- 


home Bond, Governor Daniel Walker's 
secretary of transportation, and was at- 
tended by a large number of elected offi- 
cials from the northwest suburbs. 


A frequent theme in remarks by subur- 


ban officials was a warning that a re- 
gional transit authority must be estab- 
lished with adequate long-range funding 
and a substantial voice for the suburbs In 
the management of such an authority. 


THE FIRST WITNESS In a list of 


some 44 persons testifying was U.S. Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-lOth, who assured 
the audience that "the federal govern- 
ment can and will assist In providing 
funds for capital expenditures." 


Young said the Illinois legislature must 


determine the proper system for funding, 
and that suburban communities must 
have a voice In control of the transit au- 
thority, which he called vital to suburban 
residents. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arllngton Heights, author of one of 
many mass transit bills introduced un- 


successfully in the last legislative ses- 
sion, declared that none of the bills con- 
sidered in Springfield met all the criteria 
for a sound mass transit authority. 


BUT. SAID SCHLICKMAN, "the time 


Is ripe for the governor and the legisla- 
tive leadership to sit down and devise a 
system which would meet the necessary 
criteria." 


Schlickman praised Democratic Gover- 


nor Walker for the series of hearings 
being conducted on mass transit. They 
arc, he said, the first effort by govern- 
ment to give the citizenry a voice in 
mass transportation plans. 


Among other witnesses was State Rep. 


Harold A. Kali, D-Glencoe, who warned 
that any regional transit authority must 
define strictly the area to be encom- 
passed, and that no local governmental 
unit could be allowed the luxury of "op- 
ting out" of the transit district. 


"This six-county area Is a region," 


Katz declared. "It does not need a refer- 
endum to establish it as such." If one or 
more counties were allowed to withdraw 
from the transit plan, Katz warned, the 
authority would then be faced with the 
possibility of Individual villages and 
communities abandoning the district, re- 
sulting not in a regional transit system, 
but a "patchwork."

19-year-olds begin police careers

Terrence White and William Vincent, 


both Hoffman Estates police cadets, 
have always had keen Interests In law 
enforcement. 


And this week they started In the di- 


rection of furthering their careers with 
the Hoffman Estates Police Department. 


The two, both 19, began training as 


p u b l i c service officers in an ex- 
perimental program. Their roles will be 
to ticket illegally parked cars, check for 
village vehicle stickers and help check 
general village ordinance violations, Lt. 
Bill Freund said. They could also be 
available to notify proper authorities in 
emergency cases, he said. 


The cadets, who rcsldo In Bartlett, will 


get an opportunity to get out of the police 
station and view some aspects of a po- 
liceman's job. As cadets, they were re- 
stricted to working with the radio dis- 
patcher, police records and assisting in 
writing reports. 


The thought of walking a beat did not 


faze the two. 


Vincent, a son of a Chicago police ser- 


geant, said, "It should be more inter- 
esting. It should be another step for- 
ward." 


BESIDES TRAINING, the cadets will 


don the garb of a regular Hoffman Es- 
tates police officer — light blue shirt and 
pants. The pants will not have the dark 
striping down the sides. Their badges 
and hat shields will still read cadet. Vin- 
cent and White will not pack guns. 


Freund said the two cadets will receive 


about one week of classroom training. 
They will learn police public relations, 
rules and regulations, report writing, 
preparation of citations and testifying in 
court. 


Heads of other village departments 


will lecture the cadets on village ordi- 
nances pertaining to the specific depart- 
ments. Vincent and White- will learn 
about health ordinances and business li- 
censes. 


After the classroom work, the two will 


receive a week of outside training. Beats 
have not been set up yet, but Freund 
added they will vary from day to day. 


The program was approved by the vil- 


lage board. Freund said evaluation of the 
program probably would not be made for 
about six months, adding, the program 
was not something that "could be eval- 
uated overnight." 


FREUND SAID other nearby commu- 


nities have experimented with using ca- 
dets to tag cars of parking violators and 
that the programs have met with suc- 
cess. "I have confidence that with these 


two, the program wilt work," he said. 


The program is an offshoot of the de- 


partment's cadet program which was In- 
stituted in May, 1970. A candidate has to 
be IB-years-old and have graduated from 
high school to qualify for the cadet pro- 
gram. A person must be 21-years-old be- 
fore he can become a patrolman. Cadets 
are paid by the village and start at $2.50 
an hour. 


It's a good way to encourage young 


men to stay in law enforcement," 
Freund said. "When I wanted to be a 
policeman, there was no one to help you. 
You have to be 21, and I was 18, so I got 
another job. I was 214 years into another 
job before I was eligible." 


"The law says you can't be a police- 


man until you're 21. It's frustrating," 
Freund added. "Good candidates have 
become interested in another job, and 
we've lost him." 


VINCENT AND WHITE agreed it was 


encouraging to be involved in the ex- 
perimental program. 


"It's a two way thing. It gives them the 


opportunity to look at law enforcement, 
and it gives us the opportunity to look at 
them," Freund said. 


"They'll be helpful to the village too," 


he said. "With the population increasing, 
the patrol officers are out answering 
more calls," he said. 


The cadets would take over the routine 


of ticketing cars, freeing officers for oth- 
er duties, he added. 


Vincent, who has been a cadet for sev- 


en months, became interested in law en- 
forcement through his father. He is now 
a student at Harper College, Palatine, 
studying for law enforcement. He hopes 


to become a lawyer, but has not ruled 
out a career as a policeman. 


White is also working toward a degree 


in law enforcement. He has always been 
interested in police work. 


"This will give us more of an idea 


what it is all about," White said. 


Vincent said, "This way we can find 


out that perhaps it isn't all like on TV — 
all glory."

NW suburbs get O'Hare night noise 


TENNIS ANYONE, now sounds in lo- 
cal bars, as new electronic games 
proliferate. The games, played on 


television screens, pit player against 
player against machine through re- 
mote control.

Current O'Hare International Airport 


noise abatement procedures apparently 
shuttle most night flights over the sub- 
urbs and prohibit take-off and landings 
over Chicago, The Herald has learned. 


The regulations, which were put into 


effect in 1970, force suburban commu- 
nities around the airport to bear the 
brunt of noise at night. According to air- 
port documents, the airlines are prohibit- 
ed from using flight patterns over the 
city, unless bad weather or wind condi- 
tions force changes. 


While the documents, which were pre- 


pared by the City of Chicago, are public 
record, few local officials said they were 
aware of any noise abatement proce- 
dures that had been put into effect at 
O'Hare. 


Several Des Plaines city officials 


recently obtained the procedures and 
have made the regulations available to 
U.S. Rep. Sam Young, R-10th, and repre- 
sentatives of National Organization to In- 
s u r e Sound-controlled Environment 
(NOISE). 


IN AN INTERVIEW with the Herald 


earlier this week, Young said the O'Hare 
regulations seem to show a preference 
towards Chicago regarding night take- 
offs and landings. 


"I plan to meet with Chicago airport 


officials next week to discuss this mat- 
ter," he said. Young's district Includes 
Des Plaines and several other commu- 
nities which border the airport. 


He said use of the runways should be 


rotated so that all residential areas re- 
ceive equal impact from arriving and de- 
parting aircraft. 


"I do not feel there should be any pref- 


erence shown In this matter," Young 
said. The congressman has been an out- 
spoken proponent of noise abatement 
procedures for O'Hare. 


At an organizational meeting for the 


O'Hare area NOISE chapter, Young said 
he is currently working on legislation 
which give the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration power to set noise levels for all 
airports. 


The U.S. Environmental Protection 


Agency is presently preparing a set of 
noise guidelines that will be presented to 
the FAA In October. 


According to the airport documents, 


runways 27L and 27R are not to be used 
from 11 p.m. to 7 a.m. These two run- 
ways lead directly over Chicago's north 
and northwest side. 


SEVERAL ATTEMPTS to question 


Chicago aviation officials about the re- 
ported preferential treatment for the city 
proved unsuccessful. 
A spokesman for the FAA said there are 


no federal prohibitions in runway use at 
O'Hare. He said all runways are used 
equally and that no one area receives 
any more air traffic than another area. 


He said weather conditions and traffic 


are the primary factors In deciding 
which runways are to be used. 


Pete Edison, the FAA's noise abate- 


ment officer in Chicago, said that he 
could not comment on the possibility that 
the city might have runway prohibitions. 


"I just don't know," he added. 
OFFICIALS FROM a number of area 


communities met last week to discuss 
airport noise. They plan to prepare a list 
of recommendations aimed at reducing 
aircraft noise in the next few weeks. 


They also hope to arrange a meeting 


with Chicago airport officials and possi- 
bly Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley to 
discuss the proposal later this fall. 


Some officials favor this strategy over 


pressing the federal government to in- 
stitute noise standards. It is expected 
that action by the FAA on the noise prob- 
lem could drag out over a long period of 
time. 


Brave new circuitry 


Play darts, tennis, ping pong without leaving your barstool

Taverns were, at one time, places 


where persons went for a drink and per- 
haps some conversation. The only com- 
petition was to sec who could remain 
seated the longest. 


But pinball games reared their score- 


boards and the character of the Ameri- 
can tavern began changing. Soon bowling 
and other games of skill or chance en- 
tered. Now through the miracle of tele- 
vision, darts, tennis and ping pong have 
left the courts and rcc rooms for the cor- 
ner tap. 


Electronic dart games were the first of 


the new breed of mechanical entertain- 
ers. Real darts, long a fixture In Eng- 
lish pubs, never gained a major following 
In this country. Perhaps Its Inherent dan- 
ger to nonlnvolvcd tipplers lessened Its 
appeal on this side of the pond. 
, 


Wayne Hcsch, manager of A.H. En- 


tertainers, Rolling Meadows, supplies the 
new electronic games to local watering 
holes. Ills firm makes the Investment In 
the device, which Is in turn installed on a 
commission basis, In the taverns. 


ACCORDING TO Hcsch, the dart game 


first appeared on the market 14 months 
ago. Since then, the game's popularity 
has boomed and slackened. 


The basic game consists of two wall 


panels; one showing the dart tosscr, and 
the other depicting the target. The game 
Is played with a remote control box, sim- 
ilar to on automatic garage door opener. 


The player watches the animated 


thrower's motion. At the moment the 
player deems proper, he presses the con- 
trol button which causes the thrower to 
"toss" the dart. The point nt which the 
button is pressed determines which arc 
the dart wilt follow. A scries of lights 
show the dart's "flight" and score. 


Hcsch said the dart game was imme- 


diately popular, but that its appeal was 
not long-lived. The novelty soon wore off 
and patrons stopped playing it. Tho bar- 
keeps no longer made their money from 
It, so they asked to have it removed, he 
said. 


"We have to move them around to dif- 


fcrent locations. They may be popular 
for six months or maybe just two weeks. 
You really can't tell in advance. When 
people stop playing them, it's time to 
move the device," Hcsch said. 


THE DART game's appeal, In Hcsch's 


opinion, was its basic electronic oper- 
ation. 


"This was the first gamo where they 


could actually see that it worked elec- 
tronically. You sat at the bar or table 
with the box and the game was on the 
wall. You worked It without wires." 


Although the dart game was a novelty 


item, Hcsch said he did not think of It as 
an electronic hula hoop. 
< 


"With the hula hoop all you had was a 


plastic tube. It didn't lead to anything 
else. Now we're starting to get other 
electronic games like the golf courses or 
the ping pong games. Darts led to other 
things. It had spin-offs." 


One of the more popular spin-offs is 


the ping pong or tennis game. The device 
is a television screen with two control 
knobs in the cabinet. The game is played 
by moving the "paddles" to Intercept the 
"ball's" bounce. 


THE BALL AND paddles are repre- 


sented by a white dot and bars respec- 
tively. The knobs operate on the same 
principal as the "ctch-a-sketch" child's 
drawing machine. 


Tho game is to 11, costs a quarter and 


is addicting. The "ball" moves at a de- 
ceptively slow speed. Tho player Is often 
faked out of position by the dot's devious 
dance across the screen. Most people, es- 
pecially after a couple of beers, aren't 
about to let themselves be bested by 
some machine (the other player ain't 
that good); so they slip another two bits 
In the till for another match. 


Many singles bars in the area have 


game rooms or sections set aside for the 
darts, ping pong and other machines. 
The old pinball machine seems to be the 
favorite, with the tennis running a re- 
spectable second. 


However, physically active games are 


also popular with the patrons. The table 
versions of soccer or disc hockey have 
not only avid players, but cheering side- 


Highpoint park plans 
criticized by residents 


Plans for development of Hlghpoint 


Park, plagued with unexpected problems 
this year, have come under criticism 
from a group of Hoffman Estates resi- 
dents who live near the park. 


The citizens arc scheduled to meet 


with the Hoffman Estates Park Board of 
Commissioners on Sept. 4 to discuss 
plans for alternative placement of park 
facilities to insure privacy from organ- 
ized athletic teams.

Bob Kosrow, 803 Glen Lake Rd., at the 


south port of the pork, asked the board 
Tuesday night to consider moving a 
parking lot closer to the recreation fields 
and eliminating one baseball diamond. 
Kosrow said he represents about 250 resi- 
dents who live around the perimeter of 
the 36-acro park. 


He expressed fears the park would no 


longer be for community relaxation, but 
rather for organized baseball and foot- 
ball teams.

Kosrow for his prcscntaton. 


Another commissioner, George Seaver, 
said the placement of athletic fields close 
to the area homes might appear terrible, 
but that the district had an obligation to 
fulfill the needs of the other areas of 
Hoffman Estates. 


"People outside the area have need for 


the park," Scavcr said. "There's no 
more land left In town." 


PARKING CONGESTION on streets 


near the park and the possibility of chil- 
dren tramping across lawns were cited 
by Kosrow as reasons for the desired 
changes. 


The parking lot has to be moved be- 


cause people would still park in the 
street, Kosrow said. The parking lot is 
tentatively set to be located on Hermi- 
tage Lane between Glen Lake Road and 
MacArthur School. Kosrow said the resi- 
dents want the parking lot moved closer 
to the fields bccaue "people pork where 
It Is the most convenient for them. They 
won't pork In that lot." 


Kosrow asked that one baseball field 


be removed from park plans to create a 
buffer zone between the homes on Glen 
Lake Road and the fields. He and neigh- 
bors have been irked by cars parked in 
the park and teams practicing behind the 
homes. 


There was a need for an area for rec- 


reation for girls, he added.

Lawsuit seeks zoning 
for apartments, office

Developer J. M. Brickman Is suing 


Mount Prospect to get apartment and 
commercial zoning for property along 
the west side of River Road just north of 
Camp McDonald Road. 


The "all or nothing" court battle 


comes after the village board twice re- 
jected Brlckman's development plans un- 
der strong pressure from neighborhood 
groups. The village has until Sept. 14 to 
submit a reply to the suit In Cook County 
Circuit Court. 


The compromise worked out between 


Brickman and the village for the proper- 
ty— only 80 condominium apartments 
In a five-story building — Is being aban- 
doned. In the complaint as filed by Rob- 
bert J. DlLeonardl, attorney for Brick- 
man, Brickman is seeking zoning for 113 
apartments and a floor of commercial 
space In a six-story building. 


The higher density and the commercial 


usage was permitted under Cook County 
zoning, which the property had prior to 
its annexation to Mount Prospect In Sep- 
tember, 1071. Once annexed, the property 
lost Its county zoning. 


IN THE COMPLAINT, DlLeonardl con- 


tends the property "was Involuntarily an- 
nexed . . . without the knowledge or 
consent of (Brickman); and that If such 
annexation attempt was known to (Brick- 
man), 
It would have opposed annexa- 


tion." 


On Nov. 21,1972, the village board first 


turned down Brlckman's request. This 
was despite a 3-2 vote in favor of the 
project. Again on July 24 the project re- 
ceived a favorable 4-2 vote but failed be- 
cause a two-thirds majority was re- 
quired. That extra-ordinary majority be- 
came necessary when homeowners adja- 
cent to the property filed a written com- 
plaint. 


At the time of the second unsuccessful 


vote, Mayor Robert D. Tcichert pre- 
dicted the now-pending lawsuit and fur- 
ther predicted the village would most 
certainly lose such a lawsuit. He said 
then, "The accident of annexation to me 
does not change the merits of the case." 


The lawsuit was filed last week, but 


was first discussed at the village board 
meeting Tuesday. 
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Tcichert said the final decision on any 
hours extension would be up to the vil- 
lage board 


"Personally I do not see any prob- 


lem," he added 


Des Plalnes Mayor Herbert Bchrcl 


said extending the closing time would not 
be a problem 


He added that the city might have to 


revise its liquor licenses ordinances to 
set stipulations as to what type of estab- 
lishments would be eligible for later clos- 
ing hours. 


"We might want to limit the 4 a m 


license to places that offer entertain- 
ment," he said. Bchrel added he could 
envision four or five lounges within the 
city requesting later closing times if they 
were available. 


Some city tavern owners have said 


they would not be interested in the later 
closing, he added. 


hurst Road should become a dividing line 
between the two communities He said 
that he has met with Behrel several 
times In recent months to discuss the 
boundary hassle, but no agreement was 
reached 


BEHREL SAID Tuesday that the city 


Is looking for more land that can be de- 
veloped. If the city Is successful In an- 
nexing the Waterfall Restaurant, then It 
can annex several apartment complexes 
and a small shopping center northeast of 
the Intersection. 


"Those apartments might as well be In 


the city because we now provide police 
and fire protection there. The apart- 
ments Include the Colony Court, the Colo- 
nial and the Holiday Lane. Presently the 
city has an agreement with the Elk 
Grove Rural Fire Protection District to 
respond to alarms there. While police 
service Is provided by the Cook County 
Sheriff, Des Plalnes police usually re- 
spond to calls from the apartments," 
Behrel said. 


BEHREL HAS taken a hard-nosed 


stand In public on the Issue of the Elm- 
hurst Road boundary, but it is believed 
ho might agree to using the street as a 
line of demarcation between the two 
towns. 


This new annexation issue Is not the 


first time the two towns have battled 
over new territory. The Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court is currently reviewing a suit 
involving the annexation of a 12.5-acre 
parcel of land at the southwest corner of 
Elmhurst Road and Dempster streets. 


Both towns have contended for more 


than four years that the other annexed 
the property improperly. 


Des Plalnes filed suit in 1969 to deter- 


mine If their annexation is legal. The 
property, which was once used as a 
mushroom farm, is now owned by Ken- 
roy Inc. of Skokie. 


Kenroy plans to build about 193 apart- 


ments on the land.

Suburbs 'need voice' in mass transit

Approximately ISO persons attended a 


public hearing In Park Ridge last night 
on proposals for a regional transit au- 
thority for the six northeastern counties 
of Illinois 


The hearing was conducted by Lang- 


home Bond, Governor Daniel Walker's 
secretary of transportation, and was at- 
tended by a large number of elected offi- 
cials from the northwest suburbs. 


A frequent theme In remarks by subur- 


ban officials was a warning that a re- 
gional transit authority must be estab- 
lished with adequate long-range funding 
and a substantial voice for the suburbs In 
the management of such an authority. 


THE FIRST WITNESS in a list of 


some 44 persons testifying was U.S. Rep. 
Samuel H. Young, R-10th, who assured 
the audience that "the federal govern- 
ment can and will assist In providing 
funds for capital expenditures." 


Young said the Illinois legislature must 


determine the proper system for funding, 
and that suburban communities must 
have a voice In control of the transit au- 
thority, which he called vital to suburban 
residents. 


State Rep. Eugene F. Schllckman, 


R-Arlington Heights, author of one of 
many mass transit bills introduced un- 
successfully in the last legislative ses- 
sion, declared that none of the bills con- 
sidered in Springfield met all the criteria 
for a sound mass transit authority. 


BUT, SAID SCHLICKMAN, "the time 


Is ripe for the governor and the legisla- 
tive leadership to sit down and devise a 
system which would meet the necessary 
criteria." 


Schllckman praised Democratic Gover- 


nor Walker for the series" of hearings 
being conducted on mass jtranslt. They 
are, he said, the first effort by govern- 
ment to give the citizenry a voice in 
mass transportation plans. 


Among other witnesses was State Rep. 


Harold A. Katz, D-Glencoe, who warned 
that any regional transit authority must 
define strictly the area to be encom- 
passed, and that no local governmental 


unit could be allowed the luxury of "op- 
ting out" of the transit district. 


"This six-county area Is a region," 


Katz declared "It does not need a refer- 
endum to establish It as such " If one or 
more counties were allowed to withdraw 


from the transit plan, Katz warned, the 
authority would then be faced with the 
possibility of individual villages and 
communities abandoning the district, re- 
sulting not in a regional transit system, 
but a "patchwork." 


Checklist to replace letter grades 
for students in local schools 


Teachers in River Trails Dist. 26 will 


no longer use letter grades in their re- 
port cards for students in grades one 
through six. 


Instead, a checklist of expected cri- 


teria for each school subject will be used 
to report pupil progress. The checklist 
will also Include separate categones for 
a teacher's evaluation of a student's atti- 
tudes and work habits 


According to Donnalois Ahlstcdt, as- 


sistant to the superintendent, the check- 
list is to be used strictly in conjunction 
with a parent-teacher conference. "Par- 
ents are to be given their copy of the 
checklist at the conference," Mrs Ahls- 
tedt said. "Parents who do not come to 
the school for a first or second quarter 
conference will be sent a checklist In 
combination with a narrative form in- 
dicating any clarifying comments with 
regard to their child's specific talents, 
interests, strengths or weaknesses 


SHOULD A PARENT request the use 


of letter grades on a child's checklist, the 
teacher will furnish the letter grades, but 
only at a parent-teacher conference. 
"We will only furnish the letter grade at 
a conference in order to explain it," said 
Mrs. Ahlstedt, "because we believe the 
letter grade is a very subjective thing. 
What one teacher thinks is an "A" anoth- 
er doesn't." 


The change in the report cards this

Taverns were, at one time, places 


where persons went for a drink and per- 
haps some conversation. The only com- 
petition was to see who could remain 
seated the longest. 


But plnball games reared their score- 


boards and the character of the Ameri- 
can tavern began changing. Soon bowling 
and other games of skill or chance en- 
tered. Now through the miracle of tele- 
vision, darts, tennis and ping pong have 
left the courts and rcc rooms for the cor- 
ner tap. 


Electronic dart games were the first of 


the new breed of mechanical entertain- 
ers. Real darts, long a fixture in Eng- 
lish pubs, never gained a major following 
in this country. Perhaps Its inherent dan- 
ger to noninvolved tipplers lessened its 
appeal on this side of the pond. 


Wayne Hcsch, manager of A.H. En- 


tertainers, Rolling Meadows, supplies the 
new electronic games to local watering 
holes. His firm makes the investment in 
the device, which Is in turn Installed on a 
commission basis, in the taverns. 


ACCORDING TO Hesch, the dart game 


first appeared on the market 14 months 
ago. Since then, the game's popularity 
has boomed and slackened. 


The basic game consists of two wall 


panels; one showing the dart tosscr, and 
the other depicting the target. The game 
Is played with a remote control box, sim- 
ilar to an automatic garage door opener. 


The player watches the 
animated 


thrower's motion. At the moment the 


player deems proper, he presses the con- 
trol button which causes the thrower to 
"toss" the dart. The point at which the 
button is pressed determines which arc 
the dart will follow. A series of lights 
show the dart's "flight" and score. 


Hesch said the dart game was imme- 


diately popular, but that its appeal was 
not long-lived. The novelty soon wore off 
and patrons stopped playing it. The bar- 
keeps no longer made their money from 
it, so they asked to have it removed, he 
said. 


"We have to move them around to dif-

many mass transit bills introduced un- 
successfully in the last legislative ses- 
sion, declared that none of the bills con- 
sidered In Springfield met all the criteria 
for a sound mass transit authority. 


BUT. SAID SCHLICKMAN, "the time 


is ripe for the governor and the legisla- 
tive leadership to sit down and devise a 
system which would meet the necessary 
criteria." 


Schlickman praised Democratic Gover- 


nor Walker for tho scries of hearings 
being conducted on mass transit. They 
arc, he said, the first effort by govern- 
ment to give tho citizenry a voice in 
mass transportation plans. 


Among other witnesses was State Rep. 


Harold A. Katz, D-Glcncoc, who warned 
that any regional transit authority must 
define strictly the area to bo encom- 
passed, and that no local governmental 
unit could be allowed the luxury of "op- 
ting out" of the transit district. • 


"This six-county area is a region," 


Katz declared. "It docs not need a refer- 
endum to establish it as such." If one or 
more counties were allowed to withdraw 
from the transit plan, Katz warned, tho 
authority would then be faced with the 
possibility of Individual villages and 
communities abandoning tho district, re- 
sulting not In a regional transit system, 
but a "patchwork." 


Village won't waive 
~ 


fees for hospital 


Tho Arlington Heights Village Board 


has refused to waive $20,000 In water and 
sewer capital improvement fees for 
Northwest Community Hospital. 


The hospital had requested exemption 


from the charges because of Its status as 
a nonprofit institution. 


Tho capital improvement charges, 


$13,983 for storm water retention and 
$7,200 for water, were assessed against 
the hospital during its recent building ad- 
dition. 


In declining to grant the waiver, the 


board noted that a similar request from 
the First Presbyterian Church of Arling- 
ton Heights had been turned down ear- 
lier. 


The capital improvement fees charged 


against new construction are used to fi- 
nance tho improvement and expansion of 
village water and sewer networks. 


DA NT A ORIGINALLY approached 


Cherhavy about the architectural work. 
Cherhavy said he had never heard of 
Donta before being contacted to do the 
architectural work and said his company 
had never done any previous work for 
Dlst. 59. 


Cherhavy said Danta contacted him 


because Danta had seen other plans he 
did for residential homes and liked the 
work.

Cherhavy said that when he was inter- 


viewed by Danta before being given the 
architectural work, Danta explained the 
contract was only for the drawings. He 
said Danta told him the actual land- 
scaping contract would have to be 
awarded by competitive bidding. 


THE HIRING of Cherhavy as architect 


was approved by the school board on the 
recommendation of the administration. 
The contract for the actual work was 
also awarded by the board on adminis- 
tration recommendation. 


Richard Brown of Berthold Nursery, 


which also bid for the work, said the 
plans were not confusing. He said the 
specifications were clear and the size de- 
scriptions of the plants were the type 
commonly used. 


Brown admitted he did not check care- 


fully enough to determine if a dis- 
crepancy existed between the plants in 
the drawings and those in the listing. 


Cherhavy admitted there was a dis- 


crepancy, which he called a clerical er- 
ror. He sold three people in his company 
had checked the plans and failed to catch 
the error. 


Danta said several of the firms bidding 


for the work caught the error. He said all 
were told to use the number of plants 
shown in the drawing as the correct 
number. 


Danta said Lincoln Landscaping never 


called about the error, but Dimenn did 
mention the error at the time of the bid 
opening. 


Dimenn also questioned the range of 


bids offered for the job. Three companies 
offered bids of $28,500; $25,700 and 
$24,300. The remaining companies bid 
$16,350; $16,365; and $14,775. 


He sold the $7,000 to $10,000 split be- 


tween the three "high bids" and the 
three "low bids" was due to the con- 
fusion over the specifications. 


Other landscapes said such a range 


was common and could be explained on 
various factors, Including the sincerity of 
the bidder in wanting the job and wheth- 
er a landscaper had his own nursery or 
had to buy trees and plants wholesale.
